WiTtH the rising of the Deputies last Sundav. the Coin- 
munity may be said to have gone into recess, and the Communa! 
Centre—that highly useful gathering ground of Jewish activities, 
us it has proved itself to be—will for a time cease to resound 
to lecture and debate. The relief will be welcome to many 
jangled nerves, but is tempered by tlte fact. that it cannot. be 
unmingled with anxiety and the sense of strain which the 
unparalleled crisis of the last few months has imposed and still 
maintains. Never before can our workers, leaders and rank and 
file alike, have departed on vacation with heavier hearts, not to 
say deeper foreboding. have looked back 
upon a year of striving with less satisfaction and contentment. 
Communal effort during the period has been kept at a high 
pitch. 
German calamity which descended upon us with such violence

But retrospect gives no assurance of reward. The great 


unlike any—even the most 
that had confronted us before. It carried, and 
carries, with it not only the fate of German Jewry but a menace 
to every Jew in every land. It brought a challenge to the 
status of all our communities. 


created a problem 


We cannot lay it to our con- 
sgience-—except perhaps in the case of the Relief Fund—that 


we have not responded to the challenge as we should have done. | 


It has called forth much activity. 
lt has over-shadowed and dominated the Communal life, pro- 
bably diverted funds from domestie causes, and possibly caused 
a slowing down of the energies formerly concentrated on our 
home institutions and movements. We deplore these conse- 
quences, but would submit with good grace if we had reaped 
from our labours the harvest which we half-thought might 
ripen. That happy issue has been denied us—so far. The 
savage new decrees that the Nazis have issued may, as some 
believe, be aimed at their own extremists hungering for new 
victims and new sacrifices rather than at the Communists 
against whom they are ostensibly directed. They may indicate 
a crack in the solid Nazi front. But we dare not yet say that 
they portend a break, let alone a wide-open breach. And even 
were our enemies to split into discordant fractions, who could 
say whether the immediate results to our German brethren 


would be beneficent or tragic? It is the knowledge of all this

It has obsessed our thoughts. 
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that will tame the exuberant holiday spirit, and make the recess, 
with many of us, less a surrender to happy idleness than a 
relaxation of the tension which we knew te be only temporary. 
The battle will have to be resumed. There can be no truce tn 
this war for the right of the German Jew to breathe, and of his 
brethren elsewhere to maintain their status as free and equal 
citizens. And it must go forward unceasingly till either slavery 
or liberty wins, till the light or the darkness reigns! 

Above all, and before all, in the dangers mounting up in 
Germany we must register one stern resolve—to deliver the 
young men and women in Germany as rapidly as may be from 
an inferno in which life holds out no prospect save degradation 
amd starvation.

humanity. We have to bring the vouth to Palestine. if possible. 
or Whatever supplementary havens may perforce have to be 
found, and teach them handicrafts. And we cannot wash oui 
hands of the students whose studies have been broken mid-way 
If we can, we must help them to resume their work that work 
which the ordinary canons of civilisation entitle everyone of 
them ‘to pursue. But, first and foremost, our labours must 
be inspired by one thought—redemption, and speedy, from «a 
treacherous Fatherland. It is to the young that most of ou 
thoughts must be given. They are the brands which we must! 
pluck from the burning. It is the real constructive effort which 
ull of us know is the imperious need of the situation. and we 
beleve that the Allocation Committee realises that truth and 
will not fail us. Save the Children! is perhaps the one poliey 
that matters to-day. It is a policy that must appeal to every 
reasoning mind and every compassionate heart. And it is an 
end to which we must direct ourselves with re-doubled energs 
ut the earliest possible moment. 

Let us not delude ourselves with the idea that it can be com- 
passed by half-measures. It must necessarily make demands on 
our Jewish sympathies ona much larger scale than-that to which 
our fenerosit\ has so far conformed, The Relief Fund 
It has not drawn the response which the gravity of the circum 
stances demand and which its organisers had the mght to expect. 
This is no time to apportion guilt. It is a time for pulling 
ourselves ‘together, for repairing omissions, for measuring up to 
our responsibilities. The recess is not a holiday in giving, it is 
a call for heightened generosity towards those who are denied 
such respite and who are immured in the great torture-house 
called Germany. We shall enjoy our own surcease from labour 
ull the more if we know we have given all in our power to 
make the lives of our people in that country a little less bitter, 
a little less unendurable. And there are two other considerations 
The first is that 
performance of duty to German Jewry can never justify the 
neglect of it to Jewry at 


which we may well carry with us into vacation. 


home. It would be ill service 
to our people to purchase relief for one section with the decay 
of. another. It could hardly be called service at all. These are 
days for heroic thinking and doing.

Lesser standards of duty 
No community dies that another may 
live. All must be kept in healthy vigour so far as conditions 
permit. Let us not overlook that salutary principle or deny it 
the offering of personal sacrifice. 

The second consideration which we may ponder at leisure 
in our holiday retreats is that if anything is to come of all our 
toil, we must close up our ranks and work together as one man. 
Looking back on the record of the past few months, many of us 
must realise with grief, if not dismay, the needless dissension 
and friction which have diverted energies and prejudiced the 
chances of fruitful work. No good has come of this foolish 
strife. No community of people, placed in presence of a terrible 
emergency, can afford the luxury of internecine wrangling. No 
ship’s company on a sinking vessel can hope to save itself if it 
takes to quarrelling about the life-boats to be launched, and 
refuses to obey the orders of the captain on the bridge. We 
know the sincerity and the wisdom of our captains. We realise, 
with joy, the enthusiasm of our masses, and especially of our 
youth. Let all these qualities be linked in a great common 
effort, and all parties and sections unite to bring the battered 
ship of Jewry safe into port!

Last Sunday's meeting of the Deputies lacked nothing in excite 
not to Sas heat in a double sense): Unt its decisions were 
marked by wisdom, as well as a degree of unanimity which, in the 
circumstances. is welcome and heartening. The reconstilution of 
the Joint Foreign Committee, and the scheme for a World-Jewish 
Conference on the German-Jewish situation, were approved. And 


for an official boycott of German goods and services 


the pro! osal 
was defeated by an overwhelming majority. The Deputies have 
now gone into recess until Septem be r., but those who are 
immediately charged with the watching of the position will no 
doubt keep a watchful eye on events. The storm that recently 
arose has .cleared the atr, and they should find thet hands 
strengthened, in the arduous work which lies before them. The 
task to which they will now have to address themselves with a 
minimum of delay is the summoning of the Jewish Conference. It 
is a task which demands care, as well as breadth of outlook. The 
agenda of the Conference has to be determined with et wholesome 
regard to the practical as distinguished from the merely 
spectacular, and the question of the degree of publicity to 
be given to the proceedings will also have to be considered. 
ll these matters have, no doubt, elements of difficulty and even 
delicacy, but with goodwill, begotten of the terrible seriousness ol 
the situation, there is no reason why they should lead to prolonged 
or angry controversy. The last hope that any friend of his people 
could cherish weuld be that the Conference should meet in an 
atmosphere of bitterness, and exhibit to the world a Jewry paralysed 
by its own differences. A clear course has been marked out by last 
Sunday's meeting, and every Jew worthy of the name will look to 
the Deputies, as a body, to pursue it in a spirit of brotherly co 
operation, and to those outside to co-operate with a single eye to the 


common val. 


The March Through London. 


The Jewish march to Hyde Park last week and, still more so, 


if possible, the general closing down of Jewish businesses in 
sympathy, were impressive incidents whose significance as a 
manifestation of Jewish feeling cannot be minimised or gainsaid. 
rhe parade, carried through in the heat of a broiling summer day, 
imposed no small physical strain even on the young of both sexes, 
who, to their honour, predominated in the ranks, and the fortitude 
and cheerfulness of the marchers under these conditions only 
underlined the gravity of the message which it was intended to 
convey. A word of appreciation cannot be omitted, also, to the 
organisers for the skill with which their plans were laid, and to the 
police for the kindly goodwill and consideration with which they 
shepherded the great procession through the crowded traffic of the 
Metropolis. To them, as to the marchers themselves, the credit is 
due that the proceedings passed off in perfect order, and without a 
single hitch or contretemps. 


It is no secret that the procession did not command the approval, 
in advance, of leading men in the Community, and those who per- 
sisted in it, in spite of prognostications of failure and disorder, are 
entitled to plume themselves on their prescience, though they should 
also pay due regard to the natural caution of leaders who are bound 
to cultivate discretion and who, if they had countenanced the march, 
would assuredly, together with the whole Community, have been 
held responsible if any trouble had occurred—with results very 
unfortunate for the common cause. It is inevitable that some vent 
should be found for popular emotion, and itis right that exasperation 
should not settle down into sullen desperation. At the same time, 
those who opposed the procession might perhaps feel tempted to re- 
call the question which has sometimes been put to themselves: Well, 
you have held your meetings. What good has been done? Might not 
a similar query now be addressed to the organisers of last week's 
demonstration ?. The truth is that, in estimating the effects of 
public meetings, one is dealing with imponderables incapable of 
calculation. But, if those who were responsible for the march are 
entitled to the benefit of the doubt, so are those who have lent 
themselves to the appeal to public feeling made on platforms 


throughout. the land. Nor, may we add, are the non-Jewish. — 
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re-actions to the street march fully clarified yet. For ourselves, we 
have urged throughout these sad times the necessity for the utmos 
harmony between leaders and led. It is not unreasonable to ask 
for mutual understanding and consideration, for patience on the 
one side, and for an endeavour to see the opposite view, on the 
other.

be confronted. And, to crown all, this unbalanced individual has 
the blasphemous temerity to proclaim. that, in fighting the Jew, li 
is doing the Lord's work. He may succeed in wrecking the lives 
of German Jewry, but if his is the type of mentality that is to 
dominate Governments in future, then all we can say is, God he!p 
Europe!

This in face of the fact that 96,000 Jews fought in the German army, 
of whom, as we have previously pointed out, 12,000 fell in 
battle, 23,000 were promoted and 35,000 received decorations. The 
Jews, he says, suffered a heavy setback in his eyes when he got to 
know of their activities in the press, in art, literature and the 
drama. “Unctuous protestations were no good any more now 
Since when, the bewildered English reader may ask, has it been a 
crime to be a journalist, an artist, or a dramatist? Then there 
were the newspapers. He gradually realised that the socia! 
democratic press was preponderantly controlled by Jews, and that 
it was exactly the same with the other newspapers.

the fact, that, as shown by Mr. Israel Cohen, in his able QUARTERLY

film companies! Herr Hitler complains that the Jew is the

Jewish Jurors Barred. 

Last week, the Leeds Coroner, Mr. J. H. Milner, discovered 
live Jews among a jury of eight summoned to an inquest on a 
man who had died after being knocked down by a motor car. The 
car was driven by a Jew, and as the evidence showed that he was 
not to blame a verdict of accidental death was eventually returned. 
Before the enquiry was proceeded with, however, the Coroner took 
exception to the number of Jews on the jury. It was quite right, 
he remarked, that some Jews should be on the jury, but the one in 
question was “ over-weighted.” Accordingly, he instructed three of 
the Jewish jurymen (including the foreman) to leave the box and 
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replaced them by three non-Jews. On this matter we have only to 
say that the imposition of a religious or race test in the selection of 
jurymen is foreign to all methods hitherto pursued, which have not 
previously insisted that Jury must not mean Jewry. Further, there ts 
the implied slight in the Coroner's action that Jews cannot be trusted 
to enforce justice where a fellow-Jew is concerned. 
will be strongly resented.

THE “MENTOR” MEMORIAL HOME. 


A Conference of London Visitors and Country Superintendents of the 
Jewish Branch of the Fund was held last week at the West Central Jewish 
Girls’ Clab, Alfred Place, Tottenham Court Road, W. The President, 
Mr. E. L. Franklin, J. P., presided. 

Mr. J. Bernberg, the Secretary, delivered an address consisting of 
suggestions to Superintendents. In the course of his remarks he said: 
With regard to the children’s food, the dietary laws, as contained in the 
instruction to cottagers, should be explained to the cottagers and it should 
be pointed out to them that, since meat and fish, or else a substitute for 
these, are supplied by the Jewish Branch for the children's dinners, a 
certain degreee of liberality is expected with regard to the rest of the 
food provided by them. It should be impressed upon the children that 
observance of the Sabbath day must not be ignored by them. They 
should be forbidden to ride or to spend on that day, and on no account 
must a child be permitted to be absent from the Sabbath Service. A 
hall should be obtained where possible for the Sabbath Services and for 
the children’s recreation in the event of wet weather.” 

It was announced that for this year the fish meal would consist of 
tried fish, for which arrangements had been made which it was hoped 
would eliminate the objections previonsly held. 

Mr. Franklin expressed the gratitude that was felt towards Mr. Cohen 
for his continued services in conneci‘on with the sports material. He 
said that it was intended to use the Mentor“ Memorial Home for a third 
fortnight this year for scholarship girls. The Home was a most valuable 


acquisition to the Fund, he said, and was a fitting memorial to the great 
child benefactor whom it commemorated.

VISITATION WORK IN LIVERPOOL. 

The Jewish Hospitals Visiting Committee, to which reference 
was made in a recent issue of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE, was not th 
first Jewish Committee of its kind functioning in the Liverpoo! 
district. It took over the work for the Liverpool district of th: 
Conjoint Jewish Visitation Committee of Liverpool and Mancheste: 
Jewry which hitberto had charge of the Visiting of the Jewish 
inmates of hospitals, asylums and prisons. The idea of a Jewish 
Visitation Committee for these areas was formulated in 1883 at 
meeting held in Manchester to consider the project. The Conjoint 
Committee held its opening meeting on the 6th of January, 1884, at 
the Manchester Board of Guardians. THE JBWISH CHRONICLE of! 
lith January, 1584, states that Mr. Alfred L. Benas, who had 
mooted the question of establishing the Committee, occupied th: 
Chair. It was resolved that Mr. Benas be elected President for th: 
lirct year.’ My late uncle was actively associated with the organ 
ation which he pioneered until health considerations compelled him 
to relinquish his honorary offices in the work of the Communit, 
The Conjoint system continued for several years until it was fel! 
that the distribution of effort between each city rendered the divisioi 
of organisation desirable in the opinion of both communities 
Apparently even the Conjoint Committee was partially anticipate: 
in Liverpool by a Society for Visiting and Aiding the Sick, 
reference to which is to be found in the Jewish Directory, pub 
lished in London in 1874; but it seems to have dropped out o! 
existence shortly aftet its establishment, and organised effort on 
the present lines was first formulated in 1883, resulting in the 
establishment of the Conjoint Committee in 1884.— Mr. BERTRAM .

STRAINED FINANCIAL POSITION, 

The Annual Court of Governors and Subscribers of the Jewish Bl nad 
Society, which is one of the oldest charitable institations in Anglo-Jewry 
having been founded in 1819 — was held on Monday evening at the Com 
munal Centre, the President, Mr. James A. de Rothschild, M. P, presiding: 

The report was presented by Mr. de Rothschild, and the cash accoun! 
by Mr. William P. Higham. The report draws attention to the straine |! 
financial position of the Society, and proceeds: 

Owing to the fact that Local Councils are providing for a certain numbe: 
of the blind and that, with the exception,of a small grant to a blind student fo. 
one year to enable him to attend the University, no new pensions have been 
granted, the amount expended in pensions has been decreased by a further 48 
In spite of this, the overdraft at the bank is nearly £300 higher than that of tie 

receding year, but the Society has succeeded by means of forced economy in 
bringing diown its expenditure to within a few hundred pounds above its incon 

Administration expenses have been curtailed still further, and it is felt that th 
minimum level has now been reached. Unfortunately, the amount received i» 
subscriptions continues to decrease each year, owing to the lack of new sul 
soribers to fill in the gap left by the demise of previous ones. The Society sti)! 
receives a certain amount from Sunday performances of cinemas, but efforts to 
obtain further grants have proved fruitless; and the amount at present receive 
is far below the maximum amount permitted by the London County Counc!) 

The thanks and appreciation of the Committee are due to the London Count, 
Council, the Metropolitan Society for the Blind, the National Institute for th: 
Blind, the Jewish Board of Guardians, the Society for Distributing Bread, Meat 
and Coal to the Jewish Poor, the Grocery Relief Fund, the Passover Relief Fun 
and various other organisations, to A. Harold Levy, Esq., M.D., F. R. C. S (Eng 
the Hon. Oculist, to Messrs. Rubinstein Nash and Co,, the Hon. Solicitors, to 
the Chairman and the members of the Investigating Committee, and to t 
Secretary of the Society and the Lady Visitor, all of whom have rendered yre ‘+ 
assistance to the Society, and whose services and co-operation have prove: 
invaluable. The Investigating Committee reports that the number of pensioner 
— present on the books of the Society is 122, compared with 154 as stated in the 
ast report. 


Both the Report and Accounts were carried, and Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD 
expressed the hope that, in spite of the present urgent demands upon the 
pockets of the Jewish public, they would not forget this most deserving 
charity, the Jewish Blind Society. 

On tho motion of Mr. EDWARD A. JOSEPH, Vice-President, a vote o! 
thanks was accorded to Mr. A. H. Levy, Hon. Ocnlist. 

Mr. LEVY said that, while it was true that the public authorities did 
give a certain amount of assistance to the cases which came within the 
definition of the Statute, that definition in itself was a very narrow one 
and there were quite a lot of eases which were not eligible for thc 
Municipal and State grant to blind people because they just had a little 
sight. Yet, for practical purposes, so far as making their living was 
concerned, they were definitely blind. And here it was that the Jewis!) 
Bl nd Society came in. The State pension was very small and was bare) y 
sufficient to keep body and soul together. Altogether, the society, since 
he had known it, had performed an extremely useful purpose.

The Road Back. 


— 
HE formal reunion of Lord Melchett with Judaism has 
attracted widespread attention in the Press. The event has 
been described with all those picturesque touches which journalists 
love to introduce, and no detail has been omitted by them 
that journalistic industry could discover, or luck or complaisant 
informants throw their way. 1 do not blame them. That. as the 
great apostate, Heine, might have said, is their métier; and the 
bittle flutter provided on a dull Saturday afternoon must have been 
grateful and pleasing to Fleet Street's hard-working denizens. 
Much of the excitement arose no doubt from the fact that the 
central figure in the little drama was a Peer. Had it been mere 


Jom Smith or Moses Isaacs that was embracing Judaism, there 


would have been no newspaper reports, let alone newspaper posters 
Perhaps, too, much ofthe interest displaved by Jews themselves wasdue 
ty the same cause. Like their fellow-countrymen, they ave impressed 
by a lordly handle to a name, and here and there vou might even 
come across a minister who is, let me sav. not averse from culti 
vnting aristocratic society. Whether many look at such an incident 
as that under notice from the religious point of view at all. whether 
they regard it as a vindication of their Faith, mas be open to doubt 
the straiter set might even deny that the linking up of anvone 
with the Liberal Svnagogue does, in fact, make him a Jew. zut 
probably the wisest among us will look askance at the inordinate 
publicity with which the occurrence was invested, and whi h does 
not seem to have been officially discouraged... It gave an appearance 
of public exultation which is not flattering to Jewish self-respect 
und could hardly have been pleasing to his Lordship himself 
Apparently, we have a lot to learn in the art of managing such 
events, 


HAT is the effect of such publicly proclaimed and highs 

publicised incidents on the minds of non-Jews’ It would 
he exceedingly interesting and instructive, if we could obfain some 
clue to their reactions. Did they look upoh the admission of Lord 
Melchett to the Jewish fold asa resounding retort to Hitler?’ Uf so. 
we are assured by the officiating minister. who gave out an 
interview on the subject, and who is described as an old 
friend of Lord Melchett,” that they are mistaken. His Lord. 
ships change of faith, we are told, has no political signifi 
cance and is the outcome of his private religious convictions. 
Will non-Jews regard the incident as a triumph for Judaism, perhaps 
even as a challenge to Christianity? And: if so, what are their 
feelings likely to be ~wonderment, resentment or mere interest“ 
Or are they likely to draw the inference that this aze-old creed to 
which Jews cling with such inexplicable obstinacy may have some. 
thing in it after all, and is not so dead as some people may have 
supposed? Who can say which of these suppositions is the correct 
one? At any rate, those citizens who have always regarded 
conversionist efforts with doubt and derision will not have reason 
to alter their views, and we may condone even the publicity which. 
has been witnessed if Lord Melchett’s manly action instils a little 
wholesome dubiety into the minds of some Jewish snobs whose 
whole outlook is one of apostasy, perpetrated under conditions of 
maximum provocation. If they now realise that happiness may 
be found on the road back to the Synagogue rather than on the path 
ty apostasy, something may have been gained. 


SO wider considerations, however, are thrust into the fore. 

ground by the incident with which I am dealing. It may be 
true, as is said, that it has no political significance. and that the 
Nezi movement in Germany was in no way responsible primarils 
for his Lordship’s action. But there is significance in that word 


’ primarily.’ Would it be a straining. of. the facts to sav that 


secondarily, or subconsciously, the change of religious. allegiance 
was influenced or hastened by the Hitlerist onslaught? I doubt it! 
And if my assumption is correct, then Lord Melchett is a symbol 
of the remarkable things that are going on in Germany to-day. 
There, am told, under the shock of the Nazi Storm Troopers, many 
former non-Zionists are suddenly seeing the beacon light of 
Palestine. In particular—and this is most  significant—are 
young. German Jews turning Zion-wards. Not only that. but the 
ichigionslos Jews are dropping the los and rejoining the old 
Faith. Children of mixed marriages no longer treat Judaism as 
the unvegarded step-mother Faith, the “ misfortune” rather than 
religion which Heine declared it tobe. There isa great demand for 
books about Jewish history and other branches of Jewish knowledge. 
in a word, German Jews—not, of course, all of them—have re-dis- 
covered their Jewish bearings and, let us hope, repent of the foolish 


back-slidings of prosperous days. And so, just as Hitler, by his comic 


senealogical researches, has only succeeded in adding hundreds of 
thousands more “Jews” to the resurgent third Reich, so his 
oppressive measures have only succeeded in making: many other 


Jews more Jewish. What precise measure of value are we to attach 


to this not unfamiliar back-swing? Is it just Jews donning a 


mackintosh in a downpour, and discarding it when the rain stops 
and the sun shines again’ More important still, is it a wholesome 
or reassuring thing that loyalty to Judaism should only awaken 
under the lash of the anti-Semitic whip?’ The question opens up 
all sorts of others. It suggests. for instance. an infirmity of 
character and unsteadiness of purpose which are hardly heroic 
or hopeful. Some may see in these periodic persecutions, ~ the 
finger of God pointing the road back. Can we be proud of 
our people which needs chastisement to keep it faithful? Theonly 
consolation, if consolation it be. is that, if Jews are incorrigible, 
their persecutors are more un-teachable still. They observe that 
alltheir oppression is powerless to annihilate, and may only end inthe 
strengthening of the Jewish consciousness. Let they persevere, and 
return again and again to the old brutalities and the old delusion. 
between the Jew who needs correction, and the Gentile who is the 
willing instrument of its infliction, the student of history. may 
well stand bewildered. It is another aspect, perhaps, of what 
so many like to call “the riddle of the Jew.” Meanwhile, let 
us not forget that the re-awakening of German Jewry may have. 
probably has had, its echoes elsewhere. It is not only the German 
Jew who has been brought bv Hitlerism sharp up against replities, 
and has found a new interest in the Jewish faith and the Jewish lot. 
Transitory or enduring, the re-attachment to Judaism deserves to 
noted, and not only noted but strengthened and sustained, for 
such enduring values as it may hold. But that demands inspiration 
and initiative, and somehow our people are not good hands at 
revivalist movements. In fhe end. Il expeet. we shall just read the 
papers about wanderers returning, gossip pleasantly about the news, 
and leave the road back to those who. like Lord Melchett, have the

Apart from this, the Ort in 
Poland has opened to the German refugees its 80 training centres 
in which Jewish boys and girls, as well as adults, are taug)i' 
trades. They are also giving them facilities to settle on the 1! 
Agricultural Farms established by the Ort. 

The Polish Refugees Committee has undertaken to give i= 
constructive help to the German refugees through the 0 
institutions in Poland. 

We think that our activities for the German Jewish refugee 
entitle us to the support of the Jewish Community in England. We 
hope, therefore, that contributors to the Central British Fund will 
make it a point toearmark a portion of their donation to be used 
by the Ort-Oze. 

Those who have already sent their contributions to the Fund 
can write to the Secretaries of the Central British Fund and inform 
them of their wish to have a portion of their donation earmarked 
for the Ort-Oze.

CONTINUANCE OF BRUTAL PHYSICAL ATROCITIES. 


Cold-Blooded Slaughter in Concentration Camps. 


JEWS KILLED AND CRIPPLED FOR LIFE. 


ATROCITIES IN JULY. 
MURDERS AND TORTURES GO ON. 


From our Correspondent—WARSAW.| 


Fresh atrocities against Polish Jews have been committed in 
Germany. I have before me two new and absolutely reliable 
lists of twenty-one interventions made by the Polish Consul at 
Essen against the maltreatment of Polish Jews by the Nazis and the 
German Police in Essen and other towns nearby. The majority of 
these cases date from June. But nine of them are reported under 
the date of July Ist. From both lists it is most obvious that though 
supposed to be protected by their Consulates, Polish Jews are still 
at the mercy of Nazi barbarians. And if Polish Jews are still 
treated in this way, it is easy to imagine what the fate of German 
Jews is at present. 

From each list, I have selected the most characteristic cases. 
To Abraham Leib A., of Barmen, near Essen, there came a Nazi 
who asked him to follow him to the Brown House. He refused, 
saying that only the police could arrest him. An hour later, the 
Nazi returned with two policemen and a number of uniformed 
Nazis. As sooon as they arrived, the Nazis started beating A. 
He was severely mishandled. His old mother, on hearing her son 
calling, came to him from her room. But. she was also brutally beaten 
und thrown down the stairs so violently that she broke a leg. A. was 
arrested, and despite the intervention of the Polish Consul, is still 
in gaol for no reason whatever, as no charge against him has yet 
been made. 

While returning home one evening, Abraham Beim, a Polish 
Jew of Düsseldorf, was met by a Nazi in the street. The Nazi called 
out Dich suche ich” (I want you), and started to beat him. Six 


‘or seven other Nazis joined in the beating of the defenceless Beim, 


who was left bleeding severely in the street. According to a doctor's 
certificate (which I have seen), Beim was cut with a knife. The 
wound was several centimetres deep. His nose was broken. His 
lungs and heart suffered injuries. When he got better, Beim one 
day recognised one of his attackers.. He called a policeman to 
arrest him. But the policeman drove Beim away instead. The same 
night, eight uniformed Nazis arrived at Beim's house and ordered 
him to come withthem. ‘They blindfolded him and put him into a 
car in which they took him to their headquarters. On arrival there, 
he was put into acellar and beaten. Several Nazis stood round him 
and each one hit him with different instruments. One with an iron 
bar, a second with a whip and so on. The tortures Jasted till the 
morning, when the Nazis ordered him to pay fifty-four marks costs. 
Fearing further injuries Beim paid the sum and was let free. 
While he was in the cellar, they stole his motor bicycle. 

A third case. On the 21st of June, a German in plain clothes 
came into the house of Jukiel Gilbert, a Polish Jew living in Düssel 
dorf. He said he was a member of the Criminal Police. He stayed 
for some time before leaving. At midnight, a motor lorry carrying 
six Germans in plain clothes drove up before Gilbert's house. He 
was ordered to dress and go with them to prison. The number of 
the lorry and the name and address and even telephone number of 
its owner were taken down by Gilbert's cousin, who happened to 


watch the scene. Jukiel Gilbert never returned. He disappeared. 


The Criminal Police deny having sent to arresthim. They say that 
they know nothing about the Jew, or his fate. Despite the fact that 
the owner of the lorry is known. to all and the whole matter was 
brought to the notice of the police by the Polish Consul, the 
authorities have done nothing to find out what happened. 

Another Jew, named Abraham Bilder, of Paderborn, near Minden, 
was arrested by a Nazi and a member of the Criminal Police. Both 
came to his house, searched it and examined his business books. 
Later they took the books and ordered Bilder to come with them to 
the police. Bilder never returned home. The name of the Criminal 
Policeman is Eckhardt. But though his name is known, the police 


refuse to make any statement regarding the reason of the Jew’s 


arrest nor about his further whereabouts. 

A Jewish tailor, Joseph Danziger, was attacked by Nazis in 
uniform near his home at Hamborn-Bruckhausen, not far from 
Diisseldorf. He was beaten with sticks and finally several revolver 
shots were fired at him. He was taken to hospital in a very 
serious condition. He recovered slightly but is an invalid and will 
never be able to work again. His old parents, whom he used to 
maintain, live in Cracow. They asked the Polish Consul to inter- 
vene on behalf of their invalid son and themselves. The inter- 
vention was made. But no reply ever came from the German 
authorities. They are deaf. Neither are the culprits punished nor 
are damages or indemnity paid to the old and unhappy parents, 


I have picked out a few cases from the two lists showing that 
German barbarism against Jews still continues and continues in 
the same fashion as before. Nothing has changed. But there are 
also many reports of wrongs against Polish Jews of another kind 
Shops are closed down under the slightest pretext. Many com 
plaints come before the Polish Consuls from Jewish people living 
in Germany that the authorities take away their trading licences 
for no reason whatever, depriving them of their sources of earning 
a livelihood. All kinds of chicanery are adopted to ruin the Jews. 
There are cases in which Polish Jews have had their shops closed 
because they employed German Jews in them. 7 


“NO CESSATION OF PHYSICAL VIOLENCE.” 


Machine-Guns Turned on Prisoners. 


— 


»Atrocities Are Carried Out Daily. 


The special correspondent in Berlin of the SUNDAY REFEREE, 
writing last Saturday, states from personal knowledge, and on th: 
authority of reliable eye-witnesses, that there has been no cessation 
of physical violence against Jews, Communists and Socialists since 
Hitler came to power. “Iam also in a position.” he says, to give 
details of the latest atrocities practised in the infamous concentra 
tion camp at Dachau in Bavaria. The following men have been 
recently murdered. The official causes of death are shot while 
attempting to escape,’ suicide and * disappeared,’

Four Jewish prisoners—Kahn, Strauss, Benario and Levy—were 
inhumanly tortured before they were finally dispatched, They were 
taken out one evening by the Nazi guard, who ordered them to run 
to a point some distance away, but within the barbed wire fences of 
the camp. Machine guns had. already been concealed between the 
huts. As the men neared the spot they were mown down. This is 
a common way of murdering defenceless prisoners. These atrocities 
are carried out daily, and the leaders of the National Socialist 
Party, who still continue to inspire them in spite of official propa 
ganda, are personally responsible.” 

A young Jew named Fiedler has been murdered by Nazis in a 
cellar in Berlin. Fiedler was engaged to be married to a non-Jewess, 
but when the Hitlerist regime came he and his fiancée agreed to 
part. The German girl then became engaged to a Nazi who induced 
her to demand a large sum of money from Fiedler. As he had los 
his employment under the Nazi regime, he was unable to satisfy 
their demand, although it was accompanied by strong threats. The 
Nazi and a number of his friends thereupon attacked Fiedler aud 
murdered him. They then wrote to the Jewish Community asking 
it to bury Herr Fiedler's body, “as he died suddenly from heart 
failure.” Although the names of the murderers are known to 
Fiedler's relatives, they are afraid to proceed against them. ? 

The following extracts from a letter written on July 
12th show that not merely legal discrimination but extra-lega! 
terror is continuing: Since I wrote you last, Ihave been in 
Frankfort for business. My dear father and mother are relatively 
well, although they are living in continual fear. Conditions ar 
much worse now than they were two months ago . . Every day 
Jews are taken in Schutzhaft (preventive custody). The Nazis have 
found a new manner to dispossess Jews. Everyone in Schutzhat- 
is responsible for the thousands of poor persons who cannot them 
selves pay for their stay in prison; this means that he has to pay for 
them. In this way the Nazis have seized hundred of thousands 
of marks from rich Jews and Socialists. The day I stayed at 
Frankfort the Nazis arrested a poor *‘ Rebbe’ and his Bachurim 
for having studied Gemorah which is ‘Communism!’ The same 
afternoon Jews were beaten in the Easpered, some of them having to 
be taken to hospital. At Dortmund last week they repeated the 
total boycott of Jewish shops and doctors. At Barmen, a young 
dentist, Dr. Zeager, was murdered by Nazis his 88 year old wile 
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coming to friends of mine at Amsterdam. At Dachau where seven 
Jews were killed three weeks ago, another Jew. Dr. Rosenfeld. of 
Nurnberg. was shot without reason. There are many similar facts 
could mention. Unfortunately Europe is too pre-occupied with 
economic troubles to attend to all this. My friend Dr. J has 
been arrested too. He was denounced to the authorities for having 
the intention of leaving Germany in an illegal manner, which means 
with his property. He was liberated the same day with a fine of 
5,000 marks and his passport has been seized. Nobody not seeing 
all this can imagine what really happens in Schutzhaft at the 
present time. The Jews are being systethatically ruined, but not 
allowed to leave Schutzhaft until they are totally penniless: Germany 
to-day is a real Hexenkessel (Witch's Cauldron) without ans 
justice. lL write all this because | know it is of interest to you. JJ 
even authorize you to publish the facts if vou wish.“ 

Mr. Philip Zuckerman, a United States citizen of Jewish 
extraction, was brutally assaulted at Leipzig recently, and is 
now in hospital. Mr. Zuckerman. a fur importer, of 69. East Third 
Street, New York, was walking inthe Briihl at Leipzig about 1.30 p.m. 
with his wife and friends, when a Nazi procession was 
met. Two men detached themselves and, shouting “ Dirty Jew!" 
struck Mr. Zuckerman in the face. He tried to explain that he was 
an American citizen: but. according to his statement, about twenty, 
men ran up, knocked him down and kicked him in the head. Mrs. 
Zuckerman was also bruised on the arms. Mr. Zuckernian was taken 
first to a hospital in Leipzig and then went to Berlin, where he had 
to go to hospital again with a bad cut on the neck and a 
behind the ear.

Cold Pogrom a Frost? 


The DoRTMUNDER GENERALANZEIGER of July 19th, contained the 
following boycott-ordinance 

All members of the National Socialist party, both men and women, tn 
ad ition to the members of all National-Socialist associations are warned ouce 
more to keep away from Jewish concerns. A division, composed in a special 
Way (in civilian clothes) who, as a matter of course, are provided with identifica 
tiou papers, will see to it very strictly that this order is followed up to the letter. 
infringements of this rule will be irrevocably punished with immediate exclusion 
from the party and from any organisation affiliated with the party. 

Proof that the Nazi authorities have the utmost difficulty in 
keeping alive the “cold pogrom” is provided by the following 
announcement in the same paper: 

tutchers friendly to Jews may shortly find themselves boveotted by their 
own fellow Nazis. If nothing else avails, their names will be published 
aud they will be excluded from the Party. We shall also watch them 
very closely to see that no backstairs business is done with Jews. 

The Corporation of Hamburg Export-Traders recently sent a 
brochure against the Jews te-their Aryan members, asking them to 
send it on to their customers abroad. When one of the Jewish 
members asked why he, too, had not received a copy, he was told 
that. they had not wished to hurt the susceptibilities of Jewish 
members and that they were only sending the brochures by order 
and not on their own initiative. 

The Chamber of Commerce in Chemnitz—according to the 
CHEMNITZER NEUESTEN NACHRICHTEN of July 19th—is now engaged 
in organising a general economic bevedtt of the local Jews.“ In 
the report of the last meeting, the following is mentioned: rhe 
Chamber declared itself against the training of pupils by Jewish 
teachers and Jewish employees in Jewish concerns. The Chamber 
is championing the elimination of Jewish people from handwork. 
commerce and industry. A -sp®@ial arrangement in this field may 
be expected shortly.” 1 

Restrictions against Jewish pedlars are being extended in 
many places in Germany. In Leipzig they are only allowed to 
trade in one street, inhabited by Jews, a big step towards creating a 
veritable Ghetto. 

Jewish traders must not benefit in any way from the Govern- 
ment allowances given to newly-married couples, according to an 
order issued by the Federal Minister of Finance, which prohibits 
the beneficiaries from buying from Jews anything they require in 
setting up house.

Jewish Telegraphic Agency Closed, 
The Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Berlin, two-thirds of the 
capital of which is American, was recently closed by the secret 
poli No charge Was made against the conduct of the Agency; the 


reason given for the closure was that fears were entertained that it 
might hereafter indulge in subversive activities. The United States 
Consul General made representations bo the German Government. 
and on asking whether the American correspondent could continue 
‘oeable news to New York and London, was at first told that he 
might not This is the first time that an American correspondent 
has been definitely prevented from working, and in response to the 
Consuls insistence the authorities have now’ consented to the 
resumption Of the Agency's foreign news service from Germany. 
Permission is still refused for the re-opening of.the Berlin office and 
the resumed publication of the Berlin JEWish DAILY BULLETIN. 

The Press Department of the Ministry of the Interior is now 
engaged in another big effort to suppress criticism of Nazi methods 
by foreign correspondents in newspapers abroad. The Press 
Department is calling upon foreign correspondents to produce proofs 
of messages sent by them abroad relating to the atrocities in 
Germany and seeking to secure the recall of those correspondents 
 hestite to the Nazis. 

The audience at a meeting of the Karl Schurz Association in 
Berlin “was visibly perturbed” when Dr. Sherwood Eddy, the 
American lecturer, informed them that the statements that the 
“ persecution of the Jews and the denial of justice to other classes 
had ceased,’ were untrue.

BOYCOTT DISCUSSED IN CAMERA. 
Official Adoption Rejected. 


Extensive Co-option to Joint Foreign Committee. 

Having regard to. the exceptionally important character of last 
sunday s meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies, members attended 
in very large numbers. Mr. J. LS KI. K. C. the President 
(Fulham and Kensington), was in the Chair. 

The PRESIDENT moved a vote of congratulation to Mr. S. (> 
Joseph and Alderman Isidore Jacebs (who represents Hampstead 8 
a Deputy on the Board) on their recent election as Sheriffs for the 
City of London. Mr. Laski moved a vote of congratulation also on 
behalf of the Board to Mr. Nathan Laski, J. P., on his attainment of 
his seventieth birthday and on the honour of having the Honorars 
Degree of Master of Arts conferred upon him by Mancheste) 
Lniversitv. Mr. Nathan Laski had been a member of the Board 
since 1910, Treasurer from 1917 to 1921 and Chairman of. the 
Vatestine Committee from its inception in 1929 to 1951. 

A Long Recess in a Crisis. 

Mr. L. COHEN, K. C. (Barrow-in-Furness), presented the 
eport of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, which. in con 
nection with the question of Board meetings during the recess.

Struggling with the Crisis. 

Mr. LASkKI said that thev had verv eflicient machinery for 
watching the Press in England, Germany and elsewhere. He 
referred to the meeting which had been so successfully organised, 
at the Queen's Hall recently, They also had immense information 
at thelr disposal which was continually being asked for by news 
papel ottices and others who were interested in this question 
Immediately after the Queen's Hall meeting they were able, 
through certain channels, to procure that the German translation of 
the speeches delivered should be broadcast throughout Europe from 
the Strasbourg station. There was also avery efficient voluntars 
organisation dealing with letters to the Press. On the question of 
co-ordination, Mr. Laski said they had complete contact with all 
other Jewish bodies throughout the civilised world. The Joint 
Foreign Committee had desired him to 20 us an Observer to the 
Zionist Congress at Prague, and he intended going. The Zionist 
Organisation had welcomed this decision. It was the first time that 
the President of the Board of Deputies and Joint Chairmen of the 
Joint Foreign Committee had done such a thing. and he was sure 
the Jewish Community would realise the significance of such a 
step. The Joint Foreign Committee had also desired that one 
of their members should be present in Geneva during the sessions 
of the Council and assembly of the League of Nations. The 
foundations had already been laid. not onlv by their visit to 
Greneva but in London subsequent to their visit to Geneva for the 
strengthening of contacts of the most extreme value which had 
already been made In the question of the liquidation of assets of 
those who had come out or might come out of Germany, though 
they had not so far achieved the success they would wish and which 
their Jewish brethren in Germany deserved, this was not due to 
lack of effort which had been unceasing: He yielded to no man in 
the sincerity of purpose of himself and his colleagues. Nor did 
he desire in any way to say that those who did not. see eve to eve 


with them had any less sincerity of purpose (Applause 


Jewish Public Kept in the Dark. 

Mr. JOSEPH WIMBORNE (West Ham) thought that the Jewish 
public had been too long in the dark as to what was done in the 
channels of diplomacy. Amelioration of the condition of the 
Jews in Germany had not taken place, Therefore, whatever polics 
had been pursued up to now. had proved very largely a failure: and 
it seemed to him that other methods were required to deal with the 
situation. They wanted more information than was being given 
to them, and they needed to get down to brass tacks. 

The PRESIDENT intervened to remind the Board that he had 
said that there were certain things which could not be divulged in 
public. | 

Mr. Percy COHEN (Association of Jewish Frrendly Societies} 
stressed the fact that they had been fighting on too narrow a front, 
and that everything that could be done to broaden their front 
should be attempted. 

The Great Demonstration 4 Warning to the Board. 

Mr. MicHAgEL LEvy (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
referring to the great Protest demonstration that had marched to 
Hyde Park. said that whatever their opinions were before the 
demonstration was actually held, he was sure that evervone who 
had witnessed it would agree that it had dome at least as much to 
make the position known to public opinion us the belated meeting 


at the Queen's Hall. They marched’ for hours at a time, said’ 


Mr. Levy: and if was of the greatest possible significance that they. 


had shown that they were waiting for a lead, and that they..wanted. 


to be led. The demonstration was a warning to the Board that 
unless it took the lead the masses would lead themselves. 


The PrsIDENT said he was sure the Board was very pleased to 


record its appreciation of the orderly manner in which a very large 
foree of Jewry which thought it the right thing to take the step it 
did had participated in the demonstration. 

The Boycott Resolution. 


The PRESIDENT told the Board that he had decided to continue 
the discussion in camera of the motion by Mr. Harry Samuels 
(Preston): “ That the Report be referred back and that the Com- 
mittee be requested to supplement the measures referred to therein 
by taking the necessary steps to call on British Jewry to abstain 


from using German goods or services.” One of the reasons, he said, 


for going into Committee was that it was necessary to make certain 


statements which were of a nature which it was not possible to 
disclose in public. When those statements were made they would 


appreciate their gravity, and there was one statement in particular 


which he had to make which he was pledged not to disclose in 
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public. In view of the large number of people who would wish to 
speak he would have to confine the speeches rigidly to five minutes. 

The meeting went into private session for two hours, and after 
a long discussion Mr. Samuels’ resolution was defeated by a large 
majority. 

I learn (writes our representative) that the debate was opened 
with a long statement by Mr. Neville Laski who referred, in the 
course of it, to the authoritative opinions of distinguished 
non-Jews as wellas Jews, that an official boycott ought not to be 
declared. Many speeches were made after which the debate was 
closured. There was a motion for the reference back of the Report, 
which also was defeated, and the Report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee and its statement were carried by a large majority. 


Statement by the Joint Chairmen. 


Individual Boycott Favoured. 


Mr. Neville J. Laski and Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, in the 
course of a special interview with a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa. 
tive, made the following statement in connection with the Boycott 
resolution and other matters connected with the German crisis: 

“It is within our knowledge that many came to the Board 
determined to respond to the indignation which all of us feel for 
the unspeakable barbarities of the Hitler regime by recording their 
vote in favour of the public declaration of an official boycott. 
Deputies allowed consideration for the many hundred thousands of 
their German co-religionists whose voice could not be heard at the 
meeting to outweigh their unwillingness to neglect, even for a time, 
what many consider an effective weapon. 

The Joint Foreign Committee and ourselves are grateful to 
the representatives of the Jewish Community for this signal vote 
of confidence. It will give us all new heart to pursue indefatigably 
and determinedly our labours. We are sure that, with the close of 
the meeting. no sense of personal rancour or bitterness can remain. 
We have never had any because we realise that our duty is greater 
than ourselves. We call upon the great Jewry of this country to 
stand solidly behind us and accept in loyalty and discipline the 
jeadership with which we have been entrusted. , 

The conference which is to be called for October is charged 
with a great task. It is a conference dealing with business of grave 
Import, which will be conducted’ on business lines and will 
represent in its conclusions the considered opinion and decisions of 
the known representative bodies of various countries interested in 
the problem of the Jews in Germany. | 

Me recognise that the votes cast by the minority at the 
meeting of the Board were animated by motives as honourable and 
us Sincere as those which inspired the majority vote. Those who 
read paragraph six of the Statement ofthe Joint Foreign Committee 
will find therein an emphatic recognition of the feeling for a 
spontaneous and individual boycott, which animates the Joint 
Foreign Committees as much as every individual member of the 
Community.”

Our Leaders: A Mockery of Democracy.”

To the Editor of Tur JEwIsH CHRONICLE. 


Sin. In your leading article of this week you make an appeal to the 
Community to cease “sniping " at its leaders. The very fact that such an 
appeal has to be made by your responsible journal is significant. Probably 
at no point in the history of the Anglo-Jewish Community has there been 
evidenced such widespread discontent at our so-called leadership. Is 
there any justification for it or is Anglo-Jewry a real democracy, as the 
President of the Board of Deputies claims? The following facts are 
enlightening : 

The President of the Board, rightly or wrongly, issued a public ukase 
against last Thursday's magnificent demonstration of Jewish solidarity. 
The whole Community knew of this official veto. Yet it responded by 
turning out in unheard-of numbers to express its feelings in a most 
dignified manner. The Community by this act showed its wholehcarted 
contempt for its leader's opinions. Could there have been greater 
evidence of the fact that the leadership is entirely out of touch with 
those led? No political leadership could survive such an overwhelming 
vote of no-confidence. And yet our leaders still cynically persist not 
only in their offices, but in holding their views unchanged. 

It may be argued, at this point, that the Board is satisfied with its 
leaders. The answer is that not only is the business of the Board 
conducted in the most high-handed and undemocratic manner—from the 
platform (attendance at any meeting will convince the observer of 
this) but the Board itself is an unrepresentative and undemocratic 
institution. 

Firstly (to give only one example) the tens of thousands of East End 
Jews and their Trade Unions are notrepresented. Hew, then, ean the 
‘Board speak for the whole Community ? Secondly, the Deputies them- 
selves mostly represent those Jews who attend the annual meetings of 
the Synagogues. As such they have no mandate from their membership 
on any specific issue. If there were real democracy, special members’ 
meetings would be held before every Board meeting of every institution 
represented on it to discuss current issues. Only then would the 
Community be se'f-governing and representative. 

Thirdly, the following glaring anomaly must be exposed. The most 
important Committee of the Board is to-day the Joint Foreign Committee 
of the Board aud the Anglo-Jewish Association. The latter organisation 
represents only a comparatively small number of individuals. Surely the 
time has come to stop this mockery of democracy. By what real right 
has such a body been allowed the special privilege of jointly conducting 
the Community's foreign affairs ? 

Finally, the Joint Foreign Committee has now co-opted various 
eminent and worthy individuals in order to widen its representative 
character. Is the Community not entitled to ask why the vast masses of 
lower middle class and working class Jewry is not represented on the 
co-option list? 

Surely, Sir, in a crisis like the present which may last for years, the 
Community must first put its own house in order.

THE GERMAN JEW. 


The German Jew: His Share in Modern Culture. By Professor 
Abraham Myerson and Isaac Goldberg. Martin Hopkinson, Lid. 
Pp, xii., 161. 3s. 6d. net 


The publication of this book is very timely, for it helps to explain the 
very considerable part that.the German Jews have played not only in the 
intellectual life of Germany but in modern culture in general. The various 
branches of cultural activity with which the authors deal are medicine, 
physics, chemistry, philosophy, mathematics, music. art, literature, 
journalism, drama, the stage and the cinema. The record of achieve 
ment which they are able to describe in all these branches is truly 
amazing, and supplies a detailed and documentary justification for all the 
laudatory accounts of the intellectual triumphs of German Jewry that 
have appeared since Germany became a prey of Hitlerism. The authors 
are well equipped for their task, for Professor Myerson is a psychiatrist, 
and Mr. Isaac Goldberg is a man of letters with a wide range of scholai 
ship. Before examining in detail the contributions of German Jewry to 
modern culture they discuss “the new anti-Semitism,” the position of 
the intellectual Jew in the Western world and the comparative 
evaluation of genius, and their treatment is marked throughout 
by careful research and sobriety of presentation. In attempting to 
appraise the relative measure of the German-Jewish contribution in the 
sphere of cultural progress they use the Nobel prizes as a convenient 
criterion, and are able to show that Jews or persons of Jewish descent 
(which is just the same, according to the Nazi ideology) have won the 
same percentage of those awards as ‘ue whole of the German people 
minus the Jews. For ten per cent. of t ioc awards have gone to Jews and 
only an equal percentage to Aryan Germans, and as the Jewish popu- 
lation providing possible aspirants is only 10 millions (the rest of the Jewish 
people in non-cultural countries not counting for the purpose) they can 
compare in achievement with the more than 60 million Germans. 

The book not only describes the individual claims to fame of the long 
list of Jewish scientists and scholars that are dealt with, but correlates 
these claims to the developments in the respective spheres of scientific 
endeayour and cultural activity. It is thus not a mere dictionary of 
celebrities but a connected survey of accomplishment. Its publication 
should help the world to realise the immensity of the tragedy of German 
Jewry and likewise the immensity of the crime of the Nazi persecution. 
But the book does not cover the entire range of Jewish services to 
Germany's development, as it does not deal. with jurisprudence, finance, 
commerce and industry.

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE SINCE PENINSULAR DAYS, 
A correspondent writes: It is precisely a century since, on August Ist, 
1833, the Bill for the Relief of Jewish Disabilities was rejected in the 
House of Lords by a majority of fifty. One interesting point that arose 
in the course of the debate deserves mention. If was stated that no 
fewer than fifteen officers of the Jewish religion had been present at the 
Battle of Waterloo. The Duke of Wellington subsequently cited this 
with apparent approval, adding that he did not doubt that there were 
many officers of that religion of great merit and distinction. It would be 
interesting to compile a list of the fifteen officers in question. One, with- 
out a doubt, was Cornet Albert Goldsmid who subseqnently rose to the 
rank of Major General; another may have been Lieutenant General Sir 
David Ximenes. But the important fact is that, in the opinion of the 
‘victor of Waterloo, there was no objection to a Jew holding His Majesty's 
Commission, even in the days before emancipation. Not long ago, details 
were found concerning a Jewish sailor who had fought in the Battle of

Historically the facts 
established. But there is no reason to 
question the probability of the events, even if the available details 
are regarded as legendary. The story, told in two of the Gospels 
(Matthew and Mark!, is simple and dramatic. Herod Antipas, 
Tetrarch of Galilee (4 .. E. to 39 C..), in whose reign and territory 
Jesus appeared, had married as his second wife Herodias, once the 
wife of his step-brother Herod. The circumstances were somewhat 
irregular, and strict moralists looked askance at the union. John 
the Baptist. an Essene and preacher of repentance, actually told the 
ruler what he thought. “It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother's wife.” Is it mecessary to say that the lady bore the 
preacher a grudge? Ladies with a chequered marital career do not 
like to be reminded of the past. Herodias bided her time. One 
evening. celebrating his birthday, Antipas invited friends to supper. 
Part of the entertainment was a dance by his step-daughter, Salome, 
a girl of about eighteen. Herod Antipas, was so pleased with the 
voung lady's performance that he offered her as reward and appre- 
ciation whatever she should ask of him, supporting his offer by an 
oath. Primed by her mother, Salome asked for the head of John 
the Baptist “in a charger. The Jewish ruler was grieved, for he 
had a good opinion of this Essene preacher. But mindful of his 
oath, he yielded. John was beheaded (in 29 C..); the head was 
brought to the damsel who gave it to her mother. 

Such is the gist of the story as related in the Gospels. The 
motive of revenge is absent from the report of Josephus. He too 
relates the death of John, but the reason was political. Antipas 
realised the great influence of John over the people, and fearing 
lest he should raise a rebellion ( for they seemed ready to do any- 
thing he should advise thought it best to put John out of the 
way. 

Whether history or legend, the events are of the warp and the 
woof of Jewish happenings in Palestine in the first century of the 
common era, and the actors in the drama were all Jews. Antipas 
was one of the many sons of Herod the Great. The matrimonial 
affairs of this royal family were undoubtedly intricate and some- 
what mixed. Herod himself had been married to no less than ten 
wives, and among his numerous progeny many followed their 
father’s example in regard to matrimonial irregularities, Of Antipas 


accompanying table that that 
was a frequent practice in the family of Herod. Philip died childless 
(insg. and Salome then married her cousin Aristobulus, to whom 
she presented three sons. 

Of her mother less is known. Not content to be Tetrarch.of 
Galilee and longing to be made King. Antipas proceeded to Rome for 
the purpose of pulling strings at the Imperial Court. His wife went 
with him; it is not perhaps too much to say that she was responsible 
for the desire for the royal dignity. But the journey was fatal. Not 
only did the couple not attain their wish, but Antipas was actually 
banished to Gaul (in 39 C... Herodias had the option of returning 
to Palestine and ending her days in splendid opulence. She refused, 
and accompanied her husband in his banishment.

Had she been 
the adventuress which the gospel story hints she was, she would 
not have been capable of an heroic deed which must have called 
for no small sacrifice. Evidently she loved Antipas; and much may 
be forgiven to those who love much. 

| The story of Salome dancing before her step-father to obtain the 
head of John the Baptist may not be of vital importance. But it is 
Jewish History; and it leads to the reflection that, here again, Jewish

Impressive March of 50,000 Jews 
PROCESSION 


“STRENGTHEN THE BOYCOTT OF GERMAN GOODS!’ 


A HISTORIC 


The great Protest March on Thursday of last week (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative), the early news of which was 
rushed through intime for last week's issue, went off without 
the slightest hitch. The long trek to Hyde Park left Stepney 
Green precisely at two o'clock, according to schedule time, to the 
ringing cheers of a dense crowd which had lined the pavements of 
the Mile End Road. . 

The procession extended to a mile and a half in length, march- 
ing for the most part four abreast, and induded many women. 
There were several octogenarian Rabbis in the march, and it was 
an interesting spectacle to see these bearded old men walking 
behind one of the chief marshals, Harry Mason, a former boxing 
champion. 

The demonstration in the Park, which was reached by the 
procession by about five o'clock, was participated in by further 
contingents of sympathisers who joined the 50,000 marchers. 

Warm praise was everywhere expressed for the organisers, Dr. 
Jochelman, Captain Webber, Mr. Morris Mver and the Protest 
Committee, for the great -efficiency of their work; while marchers 
and onlookers were agreed in their tribute to the sympathetic help- 
fulness of the police. The British public is well known. to be 
undemonstrative and to watch with reserve processions and demon 
strations, but there were numerous cases where sympathy was 
shown by spectators, Good luck, boys! was a frequent call from 
Gentile onlookers. 

The marchers, among whom were 6.000 ex-Service men. stood 
the blazing sun very well; and there were hardly.any casualties. 

An interesting figure in the procession was Father Day, who 
walked all the way alongside the officers of the United 
Protest Committee. Some of the older Rabbis fell out 
ceeded on their journey either by taxi, tram or ‘bus.

The greatest non-Jewish welcome to the procession was given 
as it moved along the Edgware Road and into the Park. many 
Gentiles waving their handkerchiefs in spontaneous sympathy. 

Over forty Organisations and Synagogues were represented. 

Here are some of the slogans inscribed on the many banners 
that were carried: 

Hitler has Violated the Laws of Man and God. 
Mankind must Check this Monster.“ 

‘’ Hitler's Policy is a Menace to World Peace.” 

Be Loyal to the Boycott and Avoid German Goods.” 

“ Hitler’s ° Aryan Kultur’ is the End of European Culture.“ 

We Protest Against the Persecution of Jews in Germany.“ 

Down with the Inquisition and Brutalities in Germany.”’ 

Jewish Life in Germany is Intolerable. Make German Goods 
Untouchable.’’ 

The hold-ups were, on the whole, very few indeed, and the police 
did their work admirably in negotiating the procession right through 
its jourhey from the East to the West of London, 

Protest Resolutions. 


From three platforms in the park the following resolutions 
were carried unanimously : 


Civilised 


This great assembly of London Jews assembled at Hyde Park on 
Thursday, 20th July, 1933, expresses its strongest condemnation of 
the cruel persecution of Jews in Germany under the Hitler regime, 

The Jews of London send a message of their sincerest sympathy 
to all those Nazi victims who are now in prisons and/or in hospitals, in 
exile or in hiding, a message of encouragement not to despair, for 
justice must succeed. 

This assembly, in condemning the Nazi spirit which is a danger 
to the world’s peace and a menace to civilisation, most emphatically 
declares that the closest possible unity of all Jews is now essential, 
in rallying all potential economic forces to strengthen the boycott of 
German goods and services, in order to stay the persecution of the 
Jews in Germany. 

This assembly demands equal rights and justice for all oppressed 
sections of the German people, and calls upon all civilised nations to 
use their power to stop the Nazi cruelties and discriminations. 

This assembly further pledges itself to support those movements 

Which are based on the fundamental principles of Democracy, 
Freedom and Justice, aud whose aim is to defend the rights of all 
people without any discriazination of colour, race or religion,

that never before in history had any gathering met on such a solemn 
occasion as that one. 

The President of the United Jewish Protest Committee, Dr. 
Jochelman, said that the aim of the demonstration was to tell the 
liberal and fair-minded English people the real truth about the 
position of the Jews in Germany. The people whose motto was 
“Britain never, never, never shall be slaves,’ would be able to appre 
ciate what he meant when he said that the Hitler inquisitors had 
made a whole nation of 600,000 Jews, the overwhelming majority of 
whom had been born, and whose ancestors had lived, in Germany for 
nearly 2,000 years, into slaves, into worse than slaves. They had 
deprived them of their rights as citizens; they had deprived them ot! 
almost every means of subsistence. The Jews in Germany were 
continually being persecuted and humiliated in a way that no 
civilised. human being in the twentieth century could bear 
without a protest of burning indignation. Dr. Jochelman also 
urged the need of carrying out the boycott, and in conclusion 
appealed to all fair-minded British people to unite with them and 
fight together against the enemy of the Jews, against the enemy ol 
liberty and of civilisation. 

Mr. Holford Knight, K. C., M. P., declared that outside the ranks 
of Jewry there were men.in countless numbers of all political 
parties and faiths who recognised that that protest was a just one 
und that it was one which must be supported in the interests of the 
whole world. He assured them that whatever they could do im 
Parliament and outside Parliament to get these wrongs righted, 
would be done. It must be done, if the world was to go to a better 
order of society than the order which had collapsed in the late War. 
Let Jewry stand shoulder to shoulder, he urged. “Do not let 
anything divide you.” 


A Tribute to the Police. 


Mr. Morris Myer and others addressed the huge audiences from

Most Impressive Feature of the March. 
By AN ONLOOKER. 


How did the demonstration impress the people of the great 
Metropolis through the streets of which it passed? Were these 
marching masses of Jews received with hostility, with indifference. 
or with sympathy? The answer, from my own experience, is that 
the crowds who lined the six-mile route from Stepney Green to the 
Marble Arch were unmistakably impressed— Mere most favourably 
and profoundly impressed by the sight of this seemingly endless 
stream of quietly marching human beings who chose this method 
of protesting against the outrageous treatment of their brethren 
in Germany. 

At first, as the solitary banner which headed the march was 
being followed by hundreds of unbroken rows of marchers, one felt 
that there was a serious lack of banners and bands: but it was not 
long before one began to realise that this very absence of the 
spectacular was what made the procession tremendously effective. 

Communists Offer Ignored. 

The dignified and non-political character of the march was not 
achieved without special precautions being taken to keep Com 
munist elements from participating. It was impossible, however, 
to prevent the distribution of pamphlets among the crowds. One 
of these, issuetl by the Stepney Local of the Communist Party, 
mentioned that for reasons best known to themselves, the United 
Jewish Protest Committee has ignored our offer of support.” 

Leaning out from the upper window of atram-car, a sympathetic 
non-Jewish onlooker yelled to the silent marchers, “Shout out your 
slogaus! but his well meaning exhortation was ignored. 

In the Pentonville Road and King’s Cross districts onlookers 
showed hospitality to the marchers. Non-Jewish men and women 
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brought from their homes buckets and jugs with drinking water 
as well as oranges to assuage the thirst of those who were finding 
the march under a particularly hot sun a trying ordeal,

Captain Webber, whose organisation of the march has won the 
praises of Jewry, took part in it himself against the advice of his 
doctor. He succeeded in reaching and entering the Park and then 
collapsed. Members of the 80th Division of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade (which is the East London Division, composed largely of 
Jewish men) administered first aid and Captain Webber was soon 
restored, but he was not well enough to speak from one of the 
platforms as he had intended. The next day, however, saw him 
a3 energetic as ever in the distribution of Boycott Certificates. 

Several marchers at the head of the parade were seen near 
Hyde Park scanning evening newspapers containing photographs of 
themselves (taken as they left Stepney Green three hours previously) 
and an account of the early scenes. 

An impressed Gentile remarked, “Hitlers ears should be 
burning.” And not only his ears!” rejoined a Jew standing by.

was one of the marchers and later spoke from a platform in the Park. 
The solitary horse-rider--who led one section of ex-servicemen 
was Mr. Louis Heeley. He, too, later addressed a large crowd. 


Police Praise the Procession. 


The London Police were magnificent. Their quietly efficient 
handling of the crowds at Stepney Green, en route and at the Park 
was wonderful. Their work in the Park was made easier by the 
admirable behaviour of the gathering. “I have never seen a 
demonstration of this size where there have been fewer incidents,” 
un Police Inspector in Hyde Park said. “I have not heard of a 
single offensive remark or action on the part ofany of the demon 
strators.’ The co-operation of the Traflic Section of thé Police was

i The enlargement of the Jewish Agency had for many years 

90 inflamed the minds of Zionists. No other question within Zionism, 
except, perhaps, the Uganda proposal, had so unchained the passions 

1 of the Zionist movement. It took many years before the enlarge- 


5 ment took place, and when effected it was at no small cost to the 
internal strength of the Zionist Organisation. The central idea 
behind the extension of the Agency is undoubtedly a very sound 
one. To achieve the aims of Zionism the co-operation of the whole 
of Jewry was and still is essential, and an attempt had to be made 
to enlist the service of Jews who were not organised Zionists. Such 
an attempt had already been made with the formation of the heren 
Havesod in 1920. The ideal way of such co-operation would, of course, 
i have been mem rship of the Zionist Organisation; to become a 
n Zionist citizen and accept all moral and material obligations for the 
* establishment of the Jewish National Home. But following the 
San Remo decision when the needs in Palestine were numerous and 
. pressing, a policy of the open door on the part of the Zionist Organi. 
4 sation was inevitable. Hence the Keren Hayesod which sought to 
enlist material support for the tremendous national task. That 
fund having succeeded to a very great extent, it was believed that

7 Since a united front, a Kol Yisrael, for Eretz Visrael is needed for 
palitical as well as for practical reasons, it was the duty of Zionistr, 
thinking of the ultimate aim, to take a large view and not be too 
dogmatic about the way co-operation was secured. But the virtue 
of self-denial was carried a little too far; the manner in which the 
: essentially sound idea of an enlarged Agency was crystallised was 
| decidedly bad. The demand of the so-called non-Zionists—a name 
the very negation of.which is damning—to have equal representa. 
tion with the Zionists in the control of the destinies of the Jewish 
National Home was as ungracious as the demand that the American 
“nons” should be represented by forty per cent. out of the fifty 
per cent, nons throughout the world. Neither of the requests 
should have been conceded, at least not before tangible evidence was 
shown justifving them. Thev were unfortunately conceded before 
their numerical strengh, their moral and material power, were tested. 
Because of the generous support of a few individuals among them it 
was taken for granted that a mobilisation of all the nons ” 
yield an enormous moral and material power, and on that assump- 
tion they were admitted on an equal footing. The expected 
mCbilisation of non-Zionists did not take place. There are practically 
no non-Zionists with excessive zeal for the National Home. and it is 
foolish to blame Zionists, as has been done in some quarters, for 
not organising “ non-Zionists.” It is the function of Zionists to turn 
non oreven anti into good dutiful Zionists, not to organise 
non-Zionists. Anyhow, the position at present is that four vears 
after the extension of the Agency. it is extended only in that there 
ure as many members onthe Executive of the Agency from the non. 
Zionist side as there are from the Zionists. In other words about 
half-a-dozen Jews belonging to the category of non-Zionists in the 
United States, a category which with the sole exception of Great 
britain is non-existent anywhere else, enjoys rights and privileges 
unwarranted by moral, numerical or material strength. 


Drastic Reforms. 


In the circumstances it is not surprising that Zionists are very 
core about the position. All the more so because the extension was 
carried through with considerable sacrifice to the Zionist Organisa- 
tion; andthe serious breach in the movement resulting from it has not 
yet been repaired. In America itself the extension has sapped the 
strength of the Zionist Organisation ; those at the head of Zionism 
in that country who had nurtured and nourished it for years were 
virtually superseded soon after the extension by the non-Zionists, 
with almost tragic results to organised Zionism. , 

The fact that clearly emerges is that the old Jewish Agency, 
that is to say, the Zionist Organisation, continues to carry the main 
burden of the work in Palestine. That being the case, Zionist 
opinion is fairly decided on carrying through drastic reform in the 
representation of the nons in the Agency Executive. There are 
some who press the view that the operation should be complete, 
that the so-called nons should have no voice at all in the leader- 
ship. But moderate opinion is not inclined to go the whole hog.” 
Congress will probably recognise that there are certain considera- 
tions against nullifying the extension. But there seems to be little 
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doubt that the representation of the non Zionists on the Executive 
will be drastically limited. 
The Presidency. 

The future of the Agency, which the Eighteenth Congress will 
have to decide upon, is in some way bound up with the thorny 
question of Zionist leadership. Were Dr. Weizmann to obtain the 
leadership of the movement again, he could never be expected to 
agree to any drastic change in the constitution of the Agency, for 
which he is mainly responsible. He is far too much compromised 
on this issue. Indeed, the very chances of Dr. Weizmann’s leadership 
are heavily handicapped by his unfortunate association with the 
question of the unhappy Agency. 

But there is little possibility of Dr. Weizmann returning to 
the leadership at the next Congress. 
whelming majority there is every reason to believe that he would 
resume leadership. Such assurance, however, does not exist. On 
the contrary, his candidature for the Presidency is likely to intensify 
the existing bitter feeling among the different groups and parties. 
It is not at all improbable that, in a contest, Dr. Weizmann might 
secure, with the undivided aid of the labour group, a handsome 
majority. But au contest for leadership, though not undignified, is 
certainly not desirable at this critical juncture in Jewry. Guided 
by such considerations and by the fact that such a move would 
have a damaging effect on the Organisation, Dr. Weizmann will, in 
all likelihood, continue for the time being to exercise his influence 
and authority without leadership. 

As for the present leader, it is known that there is some oppos: 
tion to the continuance of Mr. Sokolow as the head of the move 
ment. There is not, as in the case of Dr. Weizmann, any persona! 
hostility to Mr. Sokolow or general disapproval of his policy. He 
has made no appalling political blunders. He commands general 
respect for his wisdom and statesmanship. But it is felt that the needs 
of the moment require more driving force, more initiative, and a more 
determined and active will. The striking qualities that distinguish 
the President of the Jewish Agency, his dignified personality and 
reflective aloofness might be adequate in ordinary times but not, it 
is felt in some quarters, at this critical phase. 

There is, however, hardly any other obvious central figure in 
Zionism in a position to rally round him the heterogeneous elements 
in the movement. And unless Congress reverts to another system 
there will probably be no change. The problem of leadership is. 
however, not solved with the choice of a President. The difficulties 
begin with the make-up of the Executive, with which shall deal in 
a subsequent article.

Further arrangements for the forthcoming Zionist Congress 
include facilities for visas, travel, living accommodation and tickets 
for the proceedings. 

Free visas are available for most European countries and the 
U.S.A., and participants from other countries whose passports are in 
order can obtain a Czech visa for July 20th-September Sth, free, from 
the Czech consulates in their countries on presenting Congress 
credentials. Holders of Nansen passports and Staaten/ose with valid 
papers, whose return or further journey to a neighbouring State is 
assured, can get a free visa. 

All participants can obtain a 33 per cent. reduction in fares from 
the frontier station in Czechoslovakia on presenting a Congress 
permit (costing one crown from the local Zidénist organisations, and 
available from August Ist-September 15th).

The import of securities can only take place with the 
consent of the Czech National Bank. 

At present only permanent tickets will be given, the prices of 
which were given in a recent issue of THE Jewisu CHRONICLE. The 
prices for daily cards are for five classes of seats and standing for 
the opening session (150, 100, 80, 40, 20 and 12 crowns) and for four 
classes and standing for the daily sessions (60, 35, 25.15 and 6 
crowns). Standing places are given daily only. | 

Lists of hotels and private boarding-houses are available free. 
Those wishing for information should write a once for particulars 
and forms. The agency charges 10 crowns for expenses. 

The price of the Executive Report (including the reports of 
Keren Kayemeth and the Keren Hayesod) is amended to 85 crowns. 
Apart from the daily journal, a report of both sessions will be 
published in German, price 60 crowns. 

All three can be obtained for 100 crowns. 

A post office and branch of the Boehmische Unionbank, Prague, 
will be established in the Congress building. 

The Bureau will endeavour to secure cheap board and lodgings 
for young people. Their daily expenses are estimated at 20-30 
crowns, and they will be given a number of free tickets.

Jewish Agency Re-organisation Committee. 
A BARREN REPORT. 


The Committee appointed by the British Section of the Jewish 
Agency to consider the reorganisation of the Agency has met twice 
and examined the possibilities of strengthening the non-Zionist 
contribution towards the general work of the Jewish Agency. The 
Committee came to the following conclusions: 

We consider that in view of all the circumstances at present prevail. 
ing, it would not be opportune to proceed to any substantial basic changes 
in the constitution of the Jewish Agency. 1 heref re. without prejudice 
to any future schemes that might be brought forward with this end in 
view, we suggest that there are immediate practical means for strength- 
ening the effective usefulness of the Agency along the follow ing lines: 

(ia) Asa general policy we feel that such action should be undertaken 
by each individual country in accordance with local conditions, and that 
at present no comprehensive plan could be drawn up which could be 
uscfully applied generally. 

% It is admitted that the method adopted in this country in the 
sclection of the representatives upon the Council of the Agency has been 
relatively the most satisfactory, mainly owing to the fact that the nomina 
tion of the non-Zionist members has been in the hands of the Board of 
Deputies, the representative body of the Jews of the British Fmpire. 
This provides a democratic basis for the election of the British Section of 
the Council. 

e It this method could be applied to other countries, we feel that 
it would go far to make the non-Zionist section of the Jewish Agency 
effective in the manner in which it was originally contemplated. 
Manifestiy, at the present time, this is impossible. In view of. the 
varying conditions in different countries, we Suggest that each country 
should be treated in a manner which will provide for representation upon 
a communal basis, thus doing away with the present method of selecting 
individuals on account of their prominence in local Jewish life. 

id) We feel that the only effective means of enlisting the active 
co-operation of Jewish bodies would be by the appointment of a small 
Commission who would examine the situat.on in each country separately, 
consult with the local leaders and be able to organise the local section of 
the Jewish Agency in the manner indicated. 

We feel that the adoption of the term non Zionist in the 
Constitution of the Jewish Agency was unfortunate inasmuch as it is a 
purely negative term and therefore membership under this category 
implied, quite unjustifiably, no positive standpoint. Secondly, it has lent 
itself to the criticism, perfectly justified, that in many cases members 
elected to the Council under this category were actually recognised 
members of the Zionist Organisation. The Committee, therefore, propose 
that another designation of *‘ non-Zionist *’ members of the Jewish Agency 
would not only be more appropriate but better serve the purpose'in view.

TWO CONFLICTING VIEWS. 

Mt. Morris Rothenberg, President of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, summarising the results of the recent Annual Conven- 
tion in Chicago, declared that the Convention gave expression to 
the overwhelming sentiment among American Zionists for the 
return to a place of leadership in the Jewish Agency by Dr. Weiz- 
mann. Mr. Robert Szold, former President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion and a member of the Brandeis-Mack Group, however, describes 
the campaign in support of the Weizmann candidacy as having been 
singularly unsuccessful.” Dr. Weizmann’s speech delivered at the 
Convention had, he said, disappointed many of his followers. 

The attempt to make it appear that there was a campaign at the 
American Zionist Convention in support of the Weizmann candidacy 
which failed is inaccurate and only another manifestation of an 
attitude aiming to exclude Dr. Weizmann from any part in the 
Zionist leadership, Mr. Rothenberg has now declared in a state- 
ment to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency in reply to Mr. Szold. Dr. 
Weizmann did not, he added, give the slightest encouragement 
either to the resolution favouring the coalition Executive or to the 
resolution calling upon the delegates to vote for his re-election to 
the Presidency.

RISK OF GOVERNMENT OBSTRUCTION. 
INTERVIEW WITH PROFESSOR BRODETSKY,. 

have been able to obtain the views of Professor S. Brodetsky, 
Head of the Political Department of the Zionist Organisation in 
London (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative) on the subject 
of the French Reports which have just been issued. 

It will be remembered,” said Professor Brodetsky, that the 
French Reports were handed over to the Executive of the Jewish Agency 
and to the Arab Executive a vear ago, and it was stated then by the 
High Commissioner that, after receiving the observations of the Jewish 
Agency and the Arab ExecutfWe, he would make his recommendations to 
the Colonial Secretary, who would then decide upon the Government's 
policy, and that the French Reports would not be published until this 
decision of the Government's policy was made known. The observations 
of the Jewish Agency were handed in over half-a-year ago and the publi 
cation of the reports has now been expected for some little time.” 

Does the Government intend to publish the Agency's observations 
on the reports“ I asked. 

We proposed that this should be done because we felt that much 
that wascontained in the French Reports was not in consonance with the 
real situation in Palestine. But this suggestion was not accepted by the 
Government. As soon asthe reports were issued, we handed our observa 
tions to.the Press. They are now being publisbed in book form. 
In our opinion, our observations contain a complete reply to 
many of Mr. French's conclusions, especially. such as imply 
restricting Jewish colonisation in Palestine. Mr. French's theory 
seems to be that the safety of the Arabs will be secured by restricting 
Jewish work. The argument from displaced Arabs has been effectively 
disproved, and we had hoped that at least one of the effects of the 
investigation of displaced Arabs which had been decided upon by the 
Government would be to take this question out of the terminology of 
Palestinian politics. It is therefore a cause of considerable disappoint 
ment to us that the Government seems to base its decision upon this 


theory of displacement and the supposed need of legislating against it for 
the future. 


“T would like to be able to assume that the statement made by the 
Colonial Secretary in the House of Commons recently does represent the 
end of the investigation by Mr. French: The Colonial Secretary's words 
seem to me to mean that the original idea of a Development Scheme is 
now abandoned, except for the ‘*re-settlement’ of displaced Arabs,’ 
and that Mr. French's recommendations are represented in the Govern 
ment’s decision to strengthen the law relating to the protection of tenants.” 

Does this mean that the danger of a law to control all land transfers 
as proposed by Lord Passfield no longer exists” 

1 sincerely hope,“ said Dr. Brodetsky, that we shall hea: 
nothing more abont the projected Ordinance for the control of 
land transfers which was put forward by Sir John Chancellor 
in 1950 and Lord Passficld in 1931. As it is, the statement made by 
the Colonial Secretary does imply the acceptance of Mr. French's 
view that the problem of displacement is to be considered as an important 
feature of land policy for the future. The Colonial Secretary 
announced that the Government would take steps to strengthen 
the law with regard to the protection of tenants. We, of course, 
approve of everything that helps to protect tenants, be they Arab or 
Jewish, against exploitation or inconsiderate eviction. But we view this 
announcement with grave concern, and hope that anything that is 
proposed in connection with the protection of tenants will be directed 
towards the protection of bona-fide tenants and will not be such as to 
encourage “ squatting * on the part of the Arabs or the creation of all sorts 
of artificial claims whenever Jewish development is in question. There 
has been a good deal of this, and it is the impression of many Jews that 
the laws with regard to land in Palestine contain too much that can be 
abused for the purpose of putting obstacles in the way of Jewish develop- 
ment. 

I understand that within a few days the draft of new legislation will 
be published in Palestine, aiming at this protection of tenants ; and then 
we shall be able to see whether the dangers that we apprehend are real. 
The Jewish Agency will of course oppose any laws that will tend to render 
more dificult the already difficult conditions under which our work of 
land settlement has to be conducted.” 


Will there be any further statement on the part of the Government, 
or further enquiry 


| Ido not think there will be any statement until the Bill in connec- 
tion with the Loan is brought to Parliament. As regards further enquiry, 
I think that Palestine has had more than is good for it. 


Too Many Reports. 


“First we had the Shaw Report, then the Hope-Simpson Report and 
now the French Reports. It is clear that this continual examination of 
our work in Palestine, sometimes done in a manner which is biassed and

unsympathetic to us, cannot redound to the benefit eicher of Jewish work 
in Palestine or of Palestine as a whole. Mach harm was done by the Shaw 
Report. The Hope-Simpson Report was followed by the White Paper, the 
effects of which I need not describe. We sincerely hope that the French 
Reports. will net be used for influencing Government policy in the tature. 
and that the spirit introduced by the Majority Report of the Shaw Com. 
mission, which was based upon the view that Jewish work in Palestine 
must necessarily do harm to Arabs, is by now completely dissipated and 
our work in the country will be allowed to proceed undisturbed and indeed, 
we hope, with the active support of the Government. The position 
ot Palestine to-day is a perfectly clear indication of the great benefit of 
our work to the whole country, and Arabs in countries round Palestine 
have indicated often enough how much they envy the Palestinian Arabs 
the benefits that they get from Jewish colonisation.” 

“What about the loan spoken of by the Colonial Secretary? Is this 
the loan mentioned by Dr. Shiels in the House of Commons in the debate 
on the White Paper“ 

“No.” said Dr. Brodetsky. the loan indicated by Dr. Shiels was based 
upon the Hope-Simpson Report, and it was intended to apply it entirely to 
agricultural development. The intention of the Government then was to 
raise a loan of two-and-a-half million pounds for the purpose of agricul 
tural development. But, as stated by the Colonial Secretary, this pro- 
gramme has been reduced and the present loan seems to be a composite 
loan. It is to be a loan of two million pounds, of which one-eighth, 
£250,000, ia to be devoted to the re-settlement of displaced Arabs, and the 
extent to which this is the case, this part of the loan replaces the original 
development scheme of two-and-a-half miilions. No Jewish benefit 
corresponding to this seems to be contemplated, and this is contrary to 
the spirit of the original plan and to the definite statement inthe Prime 


Minister's letter that development would be for the benefit of Jews 
and Arabs alike.’’ 


Are you satisfied with the way in which the Government intends te 
spend the remainder of the loan?” 

No definite allocation has yet been announced by the Government. 
The Executive is negotiating with the Government on this matter, and 1s 
requesting that a considerable portion shall be devoted to Jewish 
agricultural and urban purposes. 

It must be remembered that the loan will have only a formal 
guarantee from the British Treasury. It will, of course, not involve any 
expenditure on the part of the British taxpayer. The service of the loan will 
bo met by the Palestinian taxpayer, and the Jewish taxpayers of Palestine 
are already paying over forty per-cent. of the public revenues of the 
country and, judging by the present development, by the time the loan is 
issued, and the taxpayer is re-paying it and the interest on it, the Jewish 
share will be at least one half and probably a good deal more. So we 
think that it is only reasonable that Jewish agriculture should benefit. to 
the same extent as Arab agriculture, and Jewish urban needs should be 
met in an adequate manner.

The Levant Fair. 
ARAB ACTIVITY IN PALESTINE. 


FAILURE OF ARAB Faik. 
From our Corre spondent—JERUSALEM. 


Further stimulus to the rapid development of Eretz Yisrael will 
be provided in the next Levant Fair to be held in Tel-Aviv in 
1954. It will be accommodated on 100,000 sq. metres of land 
near the Maccabee Stadium, on the triangle between the Yarkon 
river and the Mediterranean, north of Tel-Aviv. The new enterprise 
will provide employment for hundreds of people, as well as being a 
permanent centre for trade activity. That the Fair is now an 
institution of international standing is shown by the fact that in 
1982, 24 countries and 821 firms participated, as against 14 countries 
and 121 firms in 1929. The official opening ceremony is to be held 
next month, and it is anticipated that the first edifice will be the 
large British Pavilion, to house exhibits representing British export 
industries. 

Significance is lent to the Tel-Aviv Fair next year owing to its 
incidence in the year marking the twenty-fifth birthday of the city. 
From a suburb in 1909, it has grown into a city of over 70,000 
inhabitants, and it is growing apace. 

Again there enters the question of over-population and over- 


emphasis of urban activity along conventional lines. There should 


be some break-away from the past routine channels of development, 
and it is a problem which the Tel-Aviv Development Company will 


no doubt have under active consideration in mapping out the policy 


for the city’s expansion. 
The crux of the present situation here is that Palestine has toe 


much money and does not know how to use it just now. It argues 


a certain amount of unpreparedness upon the part of the Jewish 
financial and economic authorities; and yet in the hour of Jewry's 


great need for a centre of absorption, it does appear that some 


definite scheme of utilisation of this vast private capital ought to be 
forthcoming. 


Arab Fascists. 
Fascism is the latest political creed to be adopted by Palestine Arabs. 


Preparations are now being made by Christian Arabs in the neighbouring 
towns of Bethlehem and Beit-Jallah to form a Fascist Party, with the 
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object of introducing au ultra nationalistie spirit. According to these 
politicians, headed by the editor of Sowt Es-Shaab.” a Christian Arab 
bi-weekly of extremist views, a real dictator is wanted to guide the Arab 
national cause. The character of the new party, far from following the 
precepts of the Fascist creed of Italy, will be more closely modelled upon 
ihe Nazism of Germany, itissaid. A frank anti-Semitism is the avowed 
policy of the so-called Fascists. The newspaper mentioned recently 
advocated giving the Mandate for Palestine to Germany, arguing that the 
latter country had recently shown alertness to the Jewish menace.”’ 
But Arab leaders are sceptical as to the prospects of the new party, which 
advocates a dictatorship instead of the independence after which all 
Arab countr.es are hankering. One cynic pomted ont that “Arabs of 
Palestine, particularly Moslems are neither Aryan nor Nordic. but just as 
femitic as the Jews!” 
The Fair. 

The Arab Fair is now being held in Jerusalem. It was opened on a 
Friday- the Moslem Sabbath—-by Muza Kazem Pasha A! liusseini, and 
one of the unique features was a fireworks display at ten o'clock in the 
morning. The booms of the rockets were heard. but their pyrotechnic 
colours were not seen. The Fairs a remarkable assortment of Arab wares 
and exhibits, showing no homogeneity or orginality. Baklawa and Haag, 
Arab sweetmeats, rub shoulders with Nablus soap and the late ex King 
Iinssein’s decorated sword. Such a traditional industry as Hebron glass 
manufacturing is not represented. The Arab Press, on the Fair being 
opened, lauded the action of its authorities in not inviting Government 
( fficials, Jewish notables and Jewish journalists and new spapermen. Now 
ihe same Arabic newspapers are bemoaning the fact that no mention or 
‘comparison of the Arab Fair with the Tel-Aviv Fair” is appx aring in the 
Hebrew dailies. Even if the Jews were not invited the y could have paid 
an admission fee, remark the Editors naively. Apparently they don't 
want and they do want the Jews to come. It does not seem as though the 
Arab Fair will be a great success this year. 

An Arab Economic Conference was held at Amman on the Ist of this 
month. Some two hundred delegates, led by Rufeifan Pasha Al-Majali, 
heal of the powerful Kerak tribes, and Mithgal Pasha Al:Faiz, head of the 
Beni-Sakhr, were present, and a number of resolutions were taken upon 
cconomic topics. The burthen of their discussions was that foreign“ 
capital and enterprise e., the Jews) were needed to help pull Transjordan 
from its morass.

Revisionists Arrested.

ILLEGAL ORGANISATION SUSPECTED. 


More than twenty Revisionists and members of the Revisionist 
Youth Organisation, Brith Trumpeldor, have been arrested in various 
parts of the country. Seven were arrested in Tel-Aviv, including 
Mr. Achi Meier, Dr. Hareven and Mr: Lichter. In Jerusalem, the 
police have arrested Advocate Avnieli and his wife and eight others. 
Six arrests have been made at Kfar Saba, five at Nathania, and 
others at Ramat Gan and Kalmania. Eight of the ten Revisionists 
who were arrested in Jerusalem have been released on bail of £200 
each. Of the remaining two, one has been detained for further 
interrogation, and the other, who was found in possession of a 
revolver, will be tried on the charge of being in possession of fire- 
arms without authority. Several have also been released in Tel-Aviv 
and elsewhere, including Mr. Lichter. 

The Government, in a statement to the Jewish Telegraplic 
Agency, says that the police carried out raids early on Sunday, 
simultaneously in several places, Jerusalem, TeLdAviv, Nathan) 
and Kfar Saba. Two revolvers were found, and a number of doc. 
ments were taken, pointing to the @xiste nce of an illegal association. 
Several persons, it adds, have been brought to the police stations 
for interrogation, including two pefsons who are in the country 
without permission. Some have been detained pending further 
enquiry. 

LATE NEWS. 

Twelve Revisionists who were arrested on Sunday in Tel. 
Aviv and the Colonies were brought up before the British 
Magistrate in Jaffa, and charged with belonging to an illegal 
Association, called Zionim Meachpanim or Brith Beryonim. The 
Magistrate has remanded them in custody for a fortnight for the 
purpose of preparing the evidence. 

The two Revisidnists retained in custody in Jerusalem, out cf 
the ten arrested, Svurai, who was found in possession of a revolver, 
and Orenstein, were sent to Jaffa gaol, and also appeared before the 
British Magistrate in Jaffa. Both were charged with belonging to 
un illegal association, and Svurai wes charged in addition with 
being found in possession of arevolver. The Magistrate remanded 
the two for a fortnight in custody to allow the police to prepare the 
evidence. 

During the search in the house of Dr. Avnieli, who has heen 
Secretary of the Revisionist Central Committee since 1931, the 
police took away the archives of the Revisionist Central Committee, 


Arab Blackmailers Sentenced.

Samir Ibrahim, son of the Mayor of Tulkarem, and Rashid Hanoun, 
the son of a big landowner in the Tulkarem district, have been sentenced 
by the Tulkarem Court to six months’ banishment, the first to Acre and

£250 as security for good behaviour for one year. 

They were found guilty of instigating fellahin and Bedouin to commit 
agrarian crimes against Jewish settlers in the area of Nathania, the Jewish 
colony founded in memory of the late Nathan Straus, the famous 
American philanthropist. 

The * — had for a long time been paid £20 a month by 
the planters of Nathanta, in return for which they undertook to keep Arab 
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squatters from trespassing on Jewish land. Upon the withdrawal of 
the payment, however, the agrarian crimes were renewed. 

This case is said to be typical of the situation in the whole of the 
Valley of Sharon,

On Sunday and Monday, reports appeared in the Press concerning an 
alleged plot against the life of Lord Melchett which was to be put into 
effect during the World Maccabi sports festivals at Cernanti (Rumania), 
due to commence early in August. Lord Melchett is President of the 
Maccabi World Union. 

Further enquiries elicited the fact that the report was not strictly 
accurate. Noinformation had reached the authorities in Kumania of any 
design specifically against Lord Melchett, bat the Ramanian Government 
had informed the Maccabi organisation in that country that it could not 
guarrantee the Safety of Lord Melchett and the participants in the 
Festivals. 

With amazing rapidity the World Maccabi headquarters in London 
made immediate arrangements telephonically for the Festivals to be held 
in Prague from August 20th to 29th. The first day will be devoted to 
swinitming competitions and a gymnastic display on the occasion of the 
opening of the Zionist Congress in that city. The 21st to the 23rd will be 
occupied with sports competitions and social functions. The 24th and 
25th will be employed for athletics, gymnastics and tennis; the grand 
sports festival will be on the 27th, and the 28th and 29th have been 
selected for the holding of the Maccabi Congress. 

Mr. Simon Davis has been placed in supreme control of all arrange- 
ments, it being found essential to put a single organiser with full powers in 
charge, in view of the urgency created by the last minute change of venue. 

A sports meeting during the week-end at Manchester between 
Bar-Cochba Associat ons was attended by Lord Melchett, who made an 
urgent appeal to Anglo-Jewish athletes to participate in the games at 
Prague. It was more than ever essential, he said, that British teams 
should be proportionally represented in the Jewish international athletic 
vatherings, if only to prove that the flower of British Jewish youth ts in 
strong support of Jewish nationalism in all its manifestations, 

Already several Jewish athletes in this country have agreed to jein 
teams for the Prague Festivals. Prenn, the international tennis champion, 
Martel Jacob, the champion javelin and discus thrower, and Max Kayne, 
the Seottish international long-distance runner are among them. 

Applications of participants, both men and women, should be 
addressed to Mr. Simon.

Manchester Literary Societies. 
Mr. Nathan Laski at Protest Meeting.

Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies a 
mass protest meeting was held at the Athenwum Club. Princess 
Street, Manchester, on Thursday night of last week. Mr. Walter A. 
Wolfson presided. Mr. Nathan Laski addressed the meeting and 
spoke of the unabated terrorisation of the Jews in Germany. He 
thought in all sincerity that if there had been a massacre of five or 
ten thousand Jews it might have been better than this gradual 
putting-out of half-a-million Jews by starvation and cruelty, as it 
would have forced the Governments of the world to intervene. 
Governments said they could not interfere in a foreign country's 


internal affairs, yet England had intervened in other cases of 
atrocities. It was time the world spoke out more strongly. 
Ninety-nine per cent. of the citizens condemned Germany's 
actions. so why should not the Government openly express 
this majority's opinion? Mr. Lask. hoped that when the World 
Economic Conference was finished, the Governments would call 
upon Germany to do justice to the Jews. In the more immediate 
sphere of action Mr. Laski spoke of the great need paaticularly to 
save the young people and the children who were being subjected to 
such terrible humiliations in Germany, and in appealing for intensi.- 
fied collection of subscriptions for the Central Relief Fund, he said 
it would be of little use sending the money to Germany. It would 
he more useful in getting Jews away and helping to settle them 
elsewhere Palestine would be the salvation of many German 
Jews. and Jewish immigration into Palestine was an important step 
towards solving the German-Jewish problem. 

After Mr. Laskis address a long discussion was held. and, 
Snally. on the motion of Mr. S. Needoff, seconded by Mr. Harry 
Caplan, it was unanimously decided that (1) the Union ; (2) the 
constituent societies: and (3) the members individually should 
exert every effort to raise funds for the Central Relief appeal. An 
immediate collection realised several pounds. 


A Warning to Dentists. 

We are informed that German commercial travellers in dental 
materials now in this country are representing themselves as 
Swiss and their goods as of Swiss manufacture. Dental practi 
tioners should therefore make the most careful enquiries before 
buving goods of foreign origin. 


The DAILY HERALD states that thousands of leaflets acclaiming the 
Hitler regime. denouncing foreign attacks and threatening reprisals 
against German Jewry mysteriously appeared along the crowded towing 
path between Kingston and Teddington last Sunday night. The leaflets 
bore the name The Krefeld Chamber of Commerce and Industry.” 
Dozens dropped into the river and into river-craft. Certain sections of 
the crowd were so indignant when they found a bundle of leaflets that 
they burned them. ‘The leaflet referred to ‘A Campaign of Hate against 
Germany carried on by the foreign Press.” 

What was described as a very striking and somewhat startling 
address” on the persecutions has been given to the Cambridge Rotary 
Club by Dr. R. N. Salaman. After a penetrating analysis of anti-Semitism 
and Nazism, Dr. Salaman explained the need for moral and practical 
support for the victims. 

The MISCELLANY, the organ of the King’s College Historical Society, 
London University, recently published a striking article from the pen of 
Mr. John E. Low. who is preparing for ordination in the Church of 
England. Entitled The Position of the Jews in Germany,” the article 
gives the view of a moderate man against the persecution. 

At the Annual Meeting of the St. Annes Hebrew Congregation the 
members assembled recorded their sympathy with their brethren in 
Germany, and prayed tothe Almighty for a speedy relief of their suffering.

Another Denunciation of Nazism. 


COMMANDER LOCKER-LAMPSON’'S STIRRING SPEECH, 


EINSTEIN LIONISED.

The usual end-of-the-session atmesphere of hurry and bustle about 
the proceedings in the House has been very noticeable during the last few 
days.

CALL TO LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
‘From a Correspondent, AMSTERDAM. | 

After resolutions to strengthen the boycott and approach the 
League of Nations for redress against the German persecutions, the 
World Jewish Conference held in Amsterdam came to a close last 
Friday, after a two days session, with a decision to form a permanent 
World Jewish Economic Federation. with headquarters in London.

Preliminary reports of the boycott up-to-date, by the various 
delegates, showed that it was already going vigorously forward. The 
Dutch delegates reported that, although the Jewish population in 
Holland was only 14 percent. of the whole, the cut in Gerinan trade 
from the side of Holland had amounted to 40 per cent. during the 
last few months. The boycott from Egypt was reported to be com 
plete. The Jewish population there amounted only to] per cent. of 
the entire population, but 40 per cent. of the trade was in the hands 
of Jews.

The Boycott Resolution. 


Amidst scenes of enthusiasm, the boycott resolution was then 
unanimously passed by the Conference, the delegates rising to theit 
feet. It reads: 

Resolved that the boycotting of German goods, products and shipping 
throughout the civilised world is the only effective weapon of.World Jewry and 
‘f humanity by way of defence, of protection of Jewish rights, property, and 
cignity in Germany, and that we reaffirm the decision heretofore reached 
snd which is already actively on the way in the form of independent action by 
lews or non-Jews in many countries, to continue and internationally to organise 
and prosecute throught the world the boycott heretofore instituted and now in 
«xistence in the various countries represented by the delegates here assembled 
ind in other countries not so represented. 

We earnestly urge all men and women of the civilised world, irrespective of 
jace or creed, to support and join this movement against brutal fanatic sm and 
ligotry and to help lead it to a victorious end antil the last trace of the barbarous 
persecution has been eliminated from the political programme and action of the 
Cerman Government.

Questionnaire to Dutch Veterinary Surgeons. 


From Our Correspondent.— AMSTERDAM. | 


The general freedom from religious intolerance which has 
become a tradition in Holland has not spared our Community in 
these days from agitators against one form or another of Jewish 
practice. A newspaper recently published a letter from an anonymous 
writer describing in lurid colours so-called cruelties attendant upon 
the practice of the Jewish method of slaughter. It was suflicient 
to cause a fluttering in the dovecots and lead to an outcry against 
Shechita, 

The Dutch Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
was brought into the fray and issued a questionnaire to 605 Dutch 
veterinary surgeons, 272 of whom were men with abattoir experi 
ence, requesting them to give their Opinion as to the most desirable 
method of killing an animal intended for human consumption. 
With the universal prejudice against Shechita, due to the ignorance 
prevalent among the uninitiated, and the fact that few of the veter 
inary surgeons addressed can he classed as experts, it is not 
surprising that the large majority, more than 500, plumped for the

Murder Trial of Lemberg Jews. 


— 
Witnesses Fail to Appear. 


The trial of Israel Tune, Nehemiah Schmer and Moses Katz. 
arrested last November on a charge of being concerned in the death 
of the anti-Semitic student Grotkowski during the anti-Jewish out- 
break in Lemberg, opened in Lemberg last week with a plea of “Not 
Guilty” by Katz. There had been a fourth Jew under arrest, Shalom 
Keller, but he was released last February, after two-and-a-half 
months in prison. The case against him broke down, no evidence 
being found to connect him with Grotkowski's death. His Counsel, 
Dr. Landau, the famous Lemberg barrister, expressed his belief 
when Keller was released that the charges against the remaining 
three prisoners would also have to be dropped for lack of evidence. 

Katz. describing in detail his movements on the night of the 
murder, stated that he had accompanied Schmer, Tune and Keller 
to an unsavoury quarter of the town where they encountered several 
students, who insulted them.

American Jewry Uniting. 


Call for Single Leadership. 


From Our Correspondent.—New Yorx. | 


| \ sign of the growing demand for unity in American Jewish 
liſe as a necessary precursor to a strong World Jewish Congress, is 
provided by the intimation of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, representing the reform section of the Rabbinate, which a 
year ago might have been altogether opposed to the whole subject 
ofa World Congress, to the effect that it is not opposed to a World 
Congress provided American Jewry first sets its own house in order. 
The Committee recommends two courses of action. First. a“ super- 
board” to work for unity in American Jewry to be established 
bys such organisations as the B'nai B'rith, the American Jewish 
Congress, the American Jewish Committee or the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, to work for a new organisation representative 
‘of American Jewry. The second recommendation is that should no 
such super board be called into existence, American Jewry should 
be urged to express its disapproval of any one of the aforementioned 
organisations acting as sole spokesman. 

This determination to secure unity in American Jewish life at 
all costs—even at the cost of acting over the heads of the existing 
organisations, and coming, as it does, from the Reform section, 
indicates the general impatience of American Jews over the tardi- 
ness of the American Jewish Committee, the B'nai B'rith and the 
American Jewish Congress, in coming to terms. Individual Lodges 
of the B'nai B'rith, likewise, have not been satisfied with the leader. 
ship in the present crisis and adherents of the American Jewish 
Congress have, in some cases, not only demanded present unity but 
a permanent, representative Jewish organisation. : 

Resolutions were passed at the thirty-third Council of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations, the Reform body, endorsing 
the campaign of the Joint Distribution Committee and the efforts 
of the American Jewish Congress, American Jewish Committee and 
B'nai B'rith to co-operate.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin. Benammi's”™ letter under the above heading in THE JEWISH 
5 CHRONICLE of June goth, distinguished in scholarship and style as ever, 
: was, no doubt, read by everyone, and particularly by Chazanim, with 
interest and gratitude. For it was both a valuable contribution to 

Sulzer's biography and a generous tribute to the Chazanic profession. But 
by his questioning the achievements of the Chazan of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community as compared with those of Sulzer, Benammi ” touched the 
sharp distinction existing between Vienna and London which, in fairness 
to ourselves, I should like to define, if you will kindly permit me to do so. 


pS In Vienna, where, to use senammi’s” phrase, the gentle art of 
5 Synagogue going is generally practised, the congregations have 


long been awake to the potentialities of a good Chazan, there the duties 
of the Chazan (or, rather, Chazanim, because most Synagogues keep two 
= or three Readers) begin and end within the Synagogue. | 
+ Excepting occasional functions at funerals, which by the way often 
resemble a concert, because of the traditional rendering of the burial 
service to a musical setting with choral accompaniment, no Chazan has 
anything else to do but to look after his voice and to accomplish himself 
in What is essentially regarded as the art of Chazanut. There (in Vienna) 
wedding dinners are out of fashion: Shivas are observed privately, aud 
the visitation of Hospitals is done by Ministers specially appointed for the 
purpose, or by ladies and gentlemen belonging to im N societies. 
1 How different are the conditions in London! 


Here the Chazan is a 
full-timer. 


, He is not expected to be merely a singer, he is required to 
y take with the Preacher his rightful share in the ministration of the 
congregation. 


= 


Some Chazanim act as Secretary; some as teacher or 
Superintendent of Hebrew Classes, but all of them have to attend to the 
> spiritual needs of their members in joy and in sorrow; they visit Hospitals 
which often require their services late at night or in the early hours of 
the morning; they also identify themselves with educational. charitable 
and sotial activities wilich take up all their time, and hardly afford them 
any leisure for eating and sleeping, let alone for music practice or cone 
going. 

In view of all these facts, I am sure, no one will take the entorced 
absence of the Chazan from the Queen's Hall Concerts as an indication of 
his indifference to higher musical attainments. As a matter of fact the 
Association of Ministers (Chazanim), of which I have the honour to be the 
i President, has been alive to the need of extending the musical repertoire 
_ of the Bynagosue Service and has therefore established a library of 
4 Synagogue Music, of which I am in charge aud which is very much in 
demand by Chazanim and Choirmasters. Moreover, only recently a 
a choral section has been formed for educational purposes. 

In conclusion, may I say, if the Chazanim of England cannot claim 
the merit of having created such music as Sulzer's, they deserve the 
credit of having helped to create and to preserve the Anglo-Jewish musical 
traditions which are probably older than Sulzer's and which have not yet 
heen superseded either by Sulzer or by any other composer. 
more, while fully agreeing that Sulzer was the right man in the right 


place, let us not forget the saying that every congregation has the 
Chazau it deserves.

ACTION 10 BE DEPLORED.”

In connection with the action of the Leeds Coroner, Mr. J. H. 
Milner, in ordering three Jewish members of a jury to leave the box 
because the jury was overweighted with Jews, the local Press 
has severely criticised him. The case concerned a Jewish motorist. 

This is the Coroner who has aroused a good deal of comment 
recently by holding inquests in camera. Witnesses have on previous 
oecasions complained of his manner. 

Commenting on the case, the LEEDS MERCURY says: 

It is to be deplored that the Leeds Coroner yesterday took a course 
which was bound to be resented by the Jewish Community. He found 
there were five Jews in a jury of eight, declared the jury was over- 
weighted, and took three Jews off. 

Is there any reason to believe that Jewish jurymen would be false to 
their oath and put the interests of their fellows before the interests of 
justice? Is there any reason to believe they would show racial prejudice 
any more than Christians would? We do not know of one scrap of 
evidence to support those suspicions. What we do know is that good Jews, 
of whom we have many, hate the damage done to their Community's 
reputation by bad Jews, and would make no attempt to save them from 


a just punishment.”’

GENERAL ODUFFY GOES NAZI. 


The DatLy Heratp of Wednesday last published an interview 
with General O'Duffy, Commander of the National Guard—formerly 
the Army Comrades Association-——whose uniform isa blue shirt and 
shorts. Mr. de Valera is contemplating outlawing the National 
Guard, lreland's slue-Shirts;” and General O'Duffy, their Com 
es mander, is preparing to defy both him and the Northern Ireland 
4 : Government, which has already declared the organisation illegal. 
1 The HERALD quotes General O'Duffy as saying that his guards 

2 would demand arms for defence when the emergency arose. 

We ſ are an anti-Communist organisation,“ he said. We have 
adopted the Fascist salute, not because it is Fascist, but because it 
is distinctive, and has removed us from the British Army salute.” 

When asked to give a direct definition of the attitude of the 
guards towards the Jews, reference was made to the second rule of 
the constitution, which lays down the following policy. 

“To oppose Communism and alien control and influence in 
national affairs, and to uphold Christian principles in every sphere 
of public activity.” 

Only those of Irish birth or parentage an 1 of the Christian faith 
are eligible for membership of the guard. He admitted that it was 
directed against the Jews. “The Jews are the instigators of 
Communism,” said the General.

The Stock Exchange account which was arranged last Thursday 
was one of the heaviest experienced for a very long time past. 
Business throughout the account had been on a large scale and 
trading was well distributed over most sections. British Funds 
came in for special attention by big financial houses who have been 
unable to employ their credits remuneratively in other directions. 
The British public directed special attention to good-class fixed 
interest bearing securities, giving yields of rather more than 4 per 
cent. A definite revival was seen in the market for tea shares on 
expectations that the restriction scheme which came into force on 
April Ist last will be of material assistance to the industry. Rubbeés 
have been popular on the improvement in the price of the com- 


modity to over 4d. a Ib., and talk of a possible restriction scheme on. 


the part of British as well as Dutch growers. Home industrial 
shares enjoyed much activity. Some of the more popular issues 
were bought in large lines on American account. Prices fluctuated 
widely in this section, but on balance the market has been satis. 
fa tory. Mining shares, however, have been rather ignored. especi— 
ally the South African issues which are still under the influence of 
the latest tax by the Union Government. 


Huge Gold Imports. 


Figures relating to the import and export of gold into this 
country since the end of January this year are of considerable 
interest. Customs returns show that between January 30th and 
july 17th this year, gold to the value of £128,510,712 was imported. 
Against this figure goes exports of £31,339,238. This means a net 
influx of £97,171,474 in gold during a period of a little over five 
months. Stocks of gold at the Bank of England increased between 
January 25th and July 19th of this year from £1238,610,289 to 
£189,695,939. This is an increase in stocks of £66.085.650. Assuming 
that this influx at the Bank has been taken from the surplus of 
imports of gold since last January, it leaves an amount unaccounted 
lor of £31,085,824. Many are naturally asking what has happened 
to this gold. 


Hoarding Precious Metal. 

Some portion of the gold valued at £31,085,824 max not have 
een offered for sale on the London market so far. It is. generally 
agreed, however, that the bulk of this sum has been sold, but that 
it is still retained for safe custody in this country. A very keen 
demand for gold is experienced in the London market day after day. 
Continental buyers are most anxious to secure the metal, and thes 
tay a premium of between 8d. and Is. per fine ounce over parity in 
order to secure supplies. Such operations are accepted as gold 
hoarding. There is scarcely a bank in the City of London to-day, 
which does not hold gold in its vaults on behalf of private customers. 
It is well known that most of the principal safe deposits have very 
large amounts in their eustody on the part of customers. This gold 
s idle. It earns nothing but is an expense to those who have 
deposited the bullion at safe deposits, as rents have to be paid. The 
+uggestion is that foreign interests have lost confidence in currencies, 
and prefer to leave the metal in this country rather than take tt 
away on fears of Government interference. 


Distillery Issues. 

Keen interest was taken in the start of business in Booth’s 
| istilleries Ltd., £600,000 new 5 per cent. Ist Mortgage Debentures. 
The issue was over-subscribed and as generally anticipated a 
premium was quickly established. Thestock, which was offered at 
par, was quoted at £51 per £50 paid up when dealings started last 
Monday. The 1 per cent. premium did not check the demand and 
a premium of 2 per cent. has now to be paid. Interest in the new 
Debentures was accentuated by a steady improvement in the price 
of the ordinary shares which have risen to 22s. apiece. It is said 
that a large line of the shares had been bought by American interests 
at a price estimated above the par value of 20s. Most distillery 
shares have been an active market. Distillers Ordinary £1 units 
ieceive consistent attention. The price is now 79s. ex. the final 
dividend of 2s. per unit gross. Allowing for the dividend deduction, 
the Units are little removed from the top price of 81s. 6d. recently 
established. With America still bidding for wet stocks, no 
material setback is anticipated for the present. 


Maintaining the Dividend. 


Satisfaction was expressed with the maintenance of the interim 
dividend on the ordinary £1 units of Imperial Tobacco Co. (Great 
Britain and Ireland) Ltd. at 64 per cent. tax free. Last year this 
was followed by a final dividend of 8 per cent and a cash bonus of 
5 per cent., both paid free of tax.

It ö 
was, however, a matter of great satisfaction that the Union was facing its 
difficulties with resolution and courage under the strong leadership ofa National 
Government supported by the goodwill and co-operation of all sections of ths 
community. 

The effect of the decision of the Union Government in December last to 
abandon the gold standard was almost at once apparent in the rapid re-transfer | 
of fands to the Union. 


SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


With the one exception of gold mining, practically every branch of 
commerce and industry had reached a very low level. Recently, however, there 
had been signs of improvement, and it might be confidently anticipated that 
industry in general would benefit from the return to the Union of funds of 
which it had been temporarily depleted. 


It was impossible to visualise what would be the present position of South 
Africa without its gold mining industry, which in the darkest period of 
depression had been its one sure support. The gold output had increased to the 
record figure of 11,553,564 fine ounces in 1932. | 


Referring to the outlook, the Chairman said that with a balanced budget 
and a National Government free from political partisanship and race prejudice, it 
would be apparent that South Africa was in a favourable position to participate 
in the general trade revival that would result when practical measures were 
devised for the restoration of international exchanges and for a sustained 
improvement in the price levels of commodities. The position of the Bank was

No 
amount of cleverness on the part of Felix Irwin could save the role of 
Major Smedley from the mere grotesque. Some neat, quiet humour was 
provided by Erik Chitty in a lovely little sketch of a third hand aboard 
a barge. The next production at the Embassy, following the fortnight of 
the present piece, will be a new play on september 4th.

we knew that the school means business and really affords someth ne 


ike intensive acting training for its students. The piece selected was 
Noel Coward's * Hay Fever,“ a light and slender piece of trifling that was 
well chosen to show off the stage education of the pupils. It was 
gratifying to note how, even after this short period, proper tuition has 
made powerful inroads into the amateurishness of the untrained. There 
was evidence of proper stage movement, correct gestures which appear 
natural across the footlights, an appreciation of elccution, and the 
first indication of successful personality-building. The part of the 
«X-famous actress was pardonably beyond the powers of Miss Irma 
Angelo, but her failure was a gallant one and boded well for her maturing 
into a skilled player. Miss Anne Cotton (who was also the student 
‘tage manager the school teaches every branch of the profession) was 
+xtremely cfficient as the winsome Jackie Coryton. Messrs. Noel Woolf. 
ohn Curtis and Peter Ashmore also gave performances of which their 
teachers could be proud. Prior to this piece, the little one-act “ Florentine 
Tragedy,’’ by Oscar Wilde and Sturge Moore, was given. This, with its 
luscious language and its aroma of Browning's Italy of the Middle Ages, 
was a bold effort. Messrs. Ashmore and Woolf again did very well, 
and bravely sustained the seriousness of the thing which, in any case, 
rowadays is bound to be precarious. The school has made a good start 
and should, if if maintains its standards of teaching and material, become 
a well-established source of creditable stage artists. G.J. 


VARIETY AND CINEMA NEWS. 
Great Gaumont Triumph. 


This week we were given the first view of Gaumont's great film “| 
Was a Spy at a Trade and Press Show. This is with ut a doubt the 
finest picture of its kind—a story cf War-time in occupied Belgium—that 
has been shown so far on the screen either from British or American 
‘tudios. The action moves swiftly and naturally, and Mr. Victor Saville, 
who directed, has developed the element of suspense quite perfectly. 
There is none of that silliness and cheap stupidity which ruins most b'g 
+ pectacle films for all who have the slightest intelligence, and the inevit- 
able love interest is kept in its proper proportion of importance, definitely 
tccondary to the cataclysmic agonies of war. The handling of the 
vast masses of troops, the authenticity of equipment, and the superb 
sets, faultless in every detail, mark the peak of commercial cinema 
production. Mr. Saville, in his direction, has been rigidly fair to the 
Germans. Indeed one might say that he has shown them at their very 
best—not a lovely sight even then, it is true, The acting of Madeleine 
Carroll in the lead is sensible, competent and admirab'y restrained. 
Conrade Veidt is perfectly cast for the German Town Commandant, 
as is Edmund Gwen for the Belgian Burgomaster. Herbert Marshall 
acts very soundly as the Alsatian “unteroffizier,” and Sir Gerald du 
Maurier gives a nicely conceived picture of a German military doctor, 
who is a doctor first and an officer afterwards. Martita Hunt is extra- 
ordinarily clever in a neat sketch of a Belgian woman patriot who 
“fought” her lone battle behind the enemy lines. The whole vast 
company worked magnificently and the language difficulty—a collossal 
ebstacle—was efficiently met. There is not a dull second in the 
whole film and the excitement is not unworthy of intelligent minds. 
Congratulations to all concerned on the production of one of the world’s 
greatest films. This picture unquestionably has won the blue riband of 
film production for British studios. I understand that tentatively it is 
arranged for this masterpiece to be the next big picture at the Tivoli. I 
prophesy a record run—and so will you when you see it. G.J.
